TIIK ADAMS SCHOOL WIDKNING PARK

Monday evening, at City Hal), was held 
a special meeting of the board of aldermen, 
Mayor Cobb presiding. 

An Interesting event in connection with 
the other business of the evening trans- 
acted by the board, was the bringing up of i 
the question of the old Adams school by I 
the appearance of a petition signed by | 
several hundred citizens of Newtonville, i 
requesting that the old building and land 
be sold. The petition and the signers will 
bo found on another page. 

Alderman Greene, who read lhe petition, 
moved that a hearing be given the peti- 
tioners, but his motion was voted down, 
and the matter was referred to the tender 
mercies of the public property committee. 

The refusal of a pole location to the tele- 
phone company on Ward street, Newton 
Centre, was a discouraging blow to the 
salting of streets by various corporations 
in the Garden City. 

The company was represented by Mr. 
Horton Allen, who explained to the board 
that the company desired the location on 
Ward street for the purpose of p’acing a 
telephone in the residence of Mr. Bowen, 
at the corner of Ward street and Common- 
wealth avenue. 

Mr. Eben II. Stearns of Brookline and 
Mr. J. Wiley Edmunds of Newton Centre, 
both appeared in protest against the grant- 
ing of the petition on the ground that the 
placing of the wires on Ward street, was j 
not only. undesired and unnecessary, but a { 
great injury to their property and that of | 
other residents of ihe street. 

Alderman Degen also spoke his mind j 
pretty freely on the matter, ami stilted that | 
he was surprised at the action of the com- j 
pany in presenting such a petition. Mr. 1 
Bowers’ residence was some distance from 
the corner, fronting on the boulevard, and j 
as there was a line of poles on the boule- 
yard already, he could not see the reason 
for erecting another line of poles on a 
street, where none of .the residents were 
subscribers of the company. 

Mr. Allen stated that there was no 
agreement between his company and the > 
street railroad company, as to the joint use ! 
of the poles on the boulevard. Besides as 
the trolly wires were on the same poles, 
they could not give satisfactory service to 
their patrons, and also it would be danger- 
ous in case the wires broke or became 
crossed. 

Alderman Degen said when the agree- 
ment was made with the street railway, it 
was understood that all the wires of the 
different companies should be run on the 
same line of poles. The city had first de- 
cided to have the poles made of iron but it 
being represented to them that these would 
not be satisfactory for the placing of other 
wires, they had allowed the erection of a 
line of unsightly wooden ones. 

A communication was received from the 
directors of the board of Associated Chari- 
ties, representing that by the will of the 
late Joseph L. Stone, a fund of $iio,ooo was 
available for the erection and maintenance > 
of a home for worthy and indigent old men 
and women in Newton, and that it was de- 
sirable that steps be taken to secure the 
immediate erection of the home. On 
motion of Alderman Degen the mayor ap- 
pointed Aldermen Degen and Allen, Coun- 
cilmen Wing, Hutchinson and Bailey to 
consider and take action on the matter. 

The final steps towards securing rapid 
transit to Boston was taken by the passage 
of an order appropriating $80,(X,N) for the 
widening of Park and Tremont streets 
from the Brighton line to Washington 
street, to provide for the tracks of the 
West End. 

Howard B. Coffin of Newton notified the 
board that he would claim damages to his 
real estate to the amount of $3000 on ac- 
count of the discontinuance of the Belle- 
vue street bridge over the Boston & Al- 
bany. His communication was referred to 
the committee on grade crossings. 

Other eommunicatiens were received from 
the West End Street Railway accepting 
locations for double tracks on Tremont, 
Park and Washington streets; from the 
school board asking tlmt the sum of $:tnnn 
be added to the general appropriation. 

Hearings were given on the petition of 
Daniel McNamara for a stable on Chapel 
street, Henry Dugan and Timothy O’Con- 
nor appearing in protest, the matter was 
referred to the license committee: also on 
the petition of Susan E. Barry for a stable 
off Commonwealth avenue, no one appear- 
ing the hearing was closed. 

Petitions were received from M. C. 
Meagher for grading of sidewalks on Need- 
ham street, referred to the highway com- 
mittee; from G. E. Gates for concrete side- 
walks <»n Sterling street, referred to the 
highway committee ;from \V. E. Ilickox for 
a sewer in Judkins street, Ward Two. re- 
ferted to the sewer committee; from Win.

A proclamation was received and rend 
from Lieut. Gov. Roger Wolcott, setting 
apart April 25, as Arbor Day. II. s. Crow- 
ell of Newton was ‘appointed auctioneer. 
By request Mrs. Charles Brown was given 
a hearing on the moving of the Merritt 
house. Mrs. Brown stated that both she 
and her lawyer had tried to come to some 
understanding with Mrs. Merritt, but lmd 
been unable to do so. Mrs. Merritt would 
say neither yes nor no to any proposition. 
Mrs. Brown said she was willing to buy 
the house or make any arrangement to 
settle the matter, if the city would in turn 
use her fairly. She did not want to spend 
her money and get no return from it. A 
petition had been presented by citizens 
who with one exception, were non-resi- 
dents of Charlesbank road, protesting 
against the widening of the street. She 
considered a petition of that character so 
much waste paper and ink. The exception 
was a lady on the street, interested in wo- 
men’s rights, whose husband had signed 
her (Mrs. Brown’s) petition. After the 
hearing the license committee were in- 
structed to make some arrangement if 
possible, between Mrs. Brown and Mrs. 
Merritt and report. The board then went 
into a long executive session.

INSTANTLY KILLED.

A passenger train on the Boston & 
Albany railroad, which left Boston Mon- 
day morning at s.."»7 o’clock, struck and in- 
stantly killed a man just east of the New- 
J ton station, between Centre and Washing- 
ton street. 

An inward passenger train and an out- 
ward express train had just passed, and 
the man tiad become confused, and was 
crossing just in front of the approaching 
train. 

The engineer whistled, but too late. 

The body was picked up, carried to the 
Newton station, and it was found that the 
man was Henry Sloan of Portland, Me. 
He had just engaged to go to work for 
Walter F. Ileald, a carpenter doing work 
for the railroad company, a short distance 
in. in where he was killed. He was ex- 
pecting to go to work Tuesday morning, 
lie had beeu at work recently at West 
Newton. He leaves a child «> years of age. 

This is the third accident at Newton 
since the work of depressing the tracks of 
tin* Boston A Albany railroad was begun. 

The first one took place at the st. James 
street bridge, where a man was crushed 
under a falling block of granite, and the 
second at the Lemon brook sewer, under 
tin* Washington street crossing, where a 
man was injured by a fulling wall. 

The remains of Mr. Sloan was viewed by 
Medical Examiner Mead just before noon, 
and it was found that he was struck in the 
head, and also received internal injuries. 

The remains were placed in charge of 
Undertaker Bush and taken to the morgue 
at the Newton llospitul.

THE HIGHWAY DEPARTMENT. 


AN AlTOl'N’T OK HOME OF TIIK WORK NOW 
(lOtNO ON. 


Superintendent Ross Is a very busy man, 
this season, with all the street improve- 
ments tlmt are on hand, in addition to tho 
usual spring repair work, and his team is 
kept busy, going from one place to another. 

The railroad authorities complained 
some time ago that they were delayed by 
the Newton department, as all the build- 
ings were not removed, and the necessary 
changes made, but now there is a clear 
sweep from West Newton to the Boston 
line, except for Howes bloek, which the 
railroad has to dispose of. The railroad 
also appears to he doing nothing with the 
ledge near St. James street, but it can not 
longer claim to bo kept back by Newton. 
The outer track lias been laid for a good 
part of the distance, and has been used for 
(illing in Washington street, near Church 
street. 

The city on Wednesday had four gangs 
of men at work on Washington street at 
different points, and two steam rollers 
have been at work the past week, helping 
to settle the new location of the street rail- 
way tracks, and some of the new land 
taken for the street. Yesterday one of tho 
gangs was transferred to Tremont street, 
where a small force on Tuesday morning 
began an attack on the hill in the rear of 
ex-Mayor Ellison’s residence, and another 
gang has been at work widening Park 
street, between Vernon and Elmwood. 

Another large gang of men is at work on 
the ffth section of the Commonwealth 
avenue boulevard, near Charles river, 
which it is hoped to finish before very 
long. 

Another force of city men are at work 
deepening Lemon brook, a work that has 
been going on for several weeks, and is yet 
a long way apparently from being finished. 

The extension of Bellevue street is also 
engaging the attention of a large gang of 
men, but the job is such an extensive one 
that very little progress appears to have 
been made, although a large amount of 
work has been done. 

Besides all this, there is the usual force 
of men engaged in giving the streets their 
spring cleaning, filling up the holes made 
by the winter’s rains, and getting the road 
beds into good shape, so that they can be 
taken care of by the section men, who go 
on duty the first of June. 

City teams and men have also been en- 
gaged in hauling gravel out of the excava- 
tions for the new blocks at the corner of 
Centre street and Centre place, and on the 
old Trowbridge estate, as the gravel is of 
fine quality and can be had for the taking. 

With all the men and teams employed, 
the weekly pay roll is of a character to 
make citizens feel pride in belonging to a 
city that can afford such expense.

Death of James J. Walworth. 

Mr. James J. Walworth, late president 
of the Walworth Manufacturing Company, 
who died in Boston, April 28th, was for 
the greater part of his life a resident of 
Nekton. Born in New Hampshire in 1808, 
he came to Boston when about twenty-one 
years old, and was engaged in the hard- 
ware business until 1841, when he became 
interested in the business of warming 
buildings by hot water and later by steam, 
he and his brother-in-law, Mr. Joseph 
Nason, being the founders of that business 
in the United States, which now comprises 
thousands of firms and millions of capital, 
while the firm of Walworth & Nason has 
grown to a corporation employing nearly a 
thousand hands. 

Mr. Walworth came to Newton, as did 
Mr. J. Wiley Edmunds and Gardner Colby, 
very soon after the construction of the 
Boston & Worcester Railroad rendered the 
town available as a place of residence for 
business men. About 1M7 lie purchased a 
tract of one hundred acres in Auburudale 
and built the house now occupied by Mr. 
Edward Hardy. In 18r>4 he removed to 
Boston, but his attachment to Newton 
brought him back in 1800 to Newtonville, 
where he purchased the James Blake place 
of 04 acres, near the centre of which the 
house of Mr. II. B. Parker now stands, and 
later on he acquired most of the property 
borderingon Bullough’spond. Having beeu 
brought ui» in the country he was fond of 
farming and country life, and enjoyed noth- 
ing more than going into the woods with 
his keen axe and, like Mr. Gladstone, rut- 
ting his own lire wood. He was an active 
member of tho Jersey Club and took an in- 
terest in all the public affairs and interests 
of the town, which he was sent to repre- 
sent in the legislature in 187o and 1871. In 
politics he was one of the early anti-slavery 
men and free-soilers, and was one of the 
defenders of Lovejoy’s press in Alton, 111., 
at the time of the murder of that fearless 
reformer by a pro-slavery mob. lie was 
also greatly interested in the temperance 
reform in its early days and president of 
one of the lirst societies. 

Having become a professing Christian in 
his youth, he was always active in the 
practical side of church work and was one of 
the founders of the Mt. Vernon church, 
Boston, and afterwards of the Auburudale 
church, and of the Central church, Newton- 
ville: his piety was of the unassuming 
kind and was expressed as much by deeds 
as by words. During a long and active 
career as a manufacturer he was brought 
into relation with thousands of employees 
and they were all his friends for they knew 
that lie was their personal friend: there 
were no labor troubles in his shops. 

While always retaining His own dignity 
he lmd an affable smile, a kind word and ii 
warm grasp of the baud for every work- 
man or subordinate who greeted him; in 
all his dealings he seemed to represent the 
| ideal Christian gentleman. 

Mr. Walworth was of the fifth genera- 
tion of his family in this country, a grand- 
son of (’apt. Charles Walworth, ii soldier of 
the Revolution, and a cousin of Chancellor 
Walworth, the distinguished jurist. He 
leaves but one child, Mr. Arthur C. Wal- 
worth of this city, and six grandchildren, 
the eldest of whom, a graduate of Yale in 
1895, bears his mime.

DR. WHITTEN IN AUBURNDALE. 


THAT NEW HAVEN (ASK Ad A INST HIM 
NOLf.KI) IN SUPKIIlon COt’IIT. 


The Dr. George K. Whitten murder ease 
was nolled in the Superior Court at New 
Haven, Ct. f Tuesday. The grand jurors 
stated that they lmd no intentionlnf indict- 
ing him along with Dr. Lee in lhe Sellings 
murder trial. 

Dr. Whitten returned to his homo in An- 
burndale later In the day. When seen by a 
reporter, ho stated that the cage 
had been kept before the public for about 
two years. Tie was greatly rejoiced at its 
happy termination, as he feels it vindicates 
him in the eyes of his friends in Newton 
and Auburudale. 

Tho doctor related several peculiar in- 
cidents, which, he claims, tend to show a 
feeling of animosity toward him on the 
part of certain officials in Connecticut. 
As a result of this sentiment, he says, he

was handed over to the Connecticut au- 
thorities. But when it becomes known 
that that state had again begun proceedings 
against him, the members of the grand 
jury informed District Attorney Doolittle 
that they had never authorized any indict- 
ment against Dr. Whitten. Tho entire 18 
grand jurors luter signed a paper to that 
effect. 

Habeas corpus proceedings were then 
twice instituted. In spite of these, how- 
ever, and subsequent legal proceedings, the 
Supreme Court of Connecticut sustained the 
action of the lower court. Dr. Whitten 
then, through his lawyer, petitioned for a 
writ of error. Some delay was occasioned, 
however, by tho resignation and death of 
District Attorney Doolittle. But his suc- 
cessor, William II. Williams, at once in- 
vestigated the matter, found no ground for 
holding him and requested his discharge. 
He said In regard to the matter, “I have 
found that the indictment, so far as it 
aff ected Dr. Whitten, was the result of a 
misunderstanding and a misapprehension 
on the part of the grand jury. 

“My idea of the administration of justice 
is that the state ought not to attempt to 
rely upon a technicality to do an injustice 
to any one, and that the state, under the 
circumstances, knowing that a mistake had 
occurred, would be doing a wrong to Dr. 
Whitten in holding him on tho indictment. 
Therefore, I ask permission of your honor 
to enter a nolle in the case. I believe that 
tills course is due to Dr. Whitten and to the 
dignity of the state.’’ 

Two weeks ago Dr. Whitten brought suit 
againt the estate of the late State Attorney 
Doolittle, claiming 8 100, (MX) for false im- 
prisonment and malicious prosecution, and 
it was said today by the doctor’s friends 
here that the suit would be prosecuted to 
the bitter end.”

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CIVAL SERVICE REFORM. 


ANNUA!. MKKTINO OK Til K NEWTON ASSO- 
CIATION ANI) SECRET A ky'h report. 


The nnnual meeting of the Newton Civil 
Service Reform Association was held on 
Monday evening, and the following officers 
were elected : 

President. Henry Lambert; viotvprosl- 
dents, Edwin B. Haskell, Edwin P. Seaver, 
Nathaniel T. Allen, Joseph It. Leeson, 
Fisher Ames, Francis G. Unrtis, Geo. 
H. Ellis; chairman executive com- 
mittee, B. L. Bridgman; directors, I). ('. 
Heath. Thus. B. Fitzpatrick, Geo. E. Gil- 
bert, Edwin F. Kimball, F. F. Raymond, 
2d ; treasurer, II. E. Both fold; secretary, 
das. P. Tolman. 

The secretary's report and the address to 
the Congressional committee, which has 
charge of the postal appropriation bill were 
as follows: 

SECRETARY'S REPORT. 

During the year that has elapsed since 
our lust annual meeting the progress of our 
reform has mot with some very serious and 
disappointing set backs. But on the other 
liana there have been such very great en- 
largements of the scope of the competitive 
principle, and such support has been given 
the movement by high executive officials 
and by the courts, that the summing up 
for the year must bo considered as highly 
favorable to the reform, and as offering 
great encouragement for continued activity. 

The opposition that has been active has 
generally been of a nature to emphasize its 
own weakness and selfishness, and to en- 
courage its own down fall. 

THE NATIONAL A DM I NIST 1C AT ION. 

The record of the administration at 
Washington has been of constant improve- 
ment, and of a recognizable desire to 
operate the public service for the public 
good ; removing it by frequent steps from 
being used either ns a hospital for political 
deereplts, or as a fortress for those Con- 
gressional incompetents who hold their 
positions by the strength of their fences in- 
stead of by force of their brains. 

The two new appointtees to the cabinet, 
Messrs. Harmon and Wilson arc pro- 
nounced Civil Service Reformers, and Mr. 
Wilson has acted from the beginning on 
the understanding that the best service he 
can perform lies in the improvement of the 
organization of his department. 

Longer service in their positions seems 
to conform the other members of the 
cabinet in their adherence to the re- 
form principle, and from Secretaries Smith 
and Morton particularly, there has been 
very active and efficient aid. Even Secre- 
tary Carlisle has this year refrained from 
the occasions for criticism which were so 
marked a year ago. 

The appointments of Messrs. Rice and 
Harlow on the civil service commission, to 
succeed Messrs. Roosevelt and Lyman, 
were entirely in the line of loyalty to the 
principle of the reform ; and no one coiNd 
have heard the three members of the com- 
mission. Messrs. Proctor, Harlow and 
Rice, when they recently spoke at a meet- 
ing in Boston, without recognizing that all 
of them were actually engaged in promot- 
ing an idea, with which they were in 
hearty accord. 

The additions made to the classified lists, 
and competitive schedules have been great- 
er than under any previous administration. 
By orders of May 24, a great variety of posi- 
tions in the Department of Agriculture 
were classified to the number of 7is. 

The same date a number of high posi- 
tions were transferred from excepted to 
non-excepted class. These were largely ex- 
perts, statistical agents, and chiefs and 
assistant chiefs of division, numbering Uii. 

June l.‘». The Government Printing Office 
was classified, number of positions 2710 . 

June 25. Engineers and Assistants in the 
Departments at Washington, were put into 
the competitive class, 40. 

July 15. There were put into the Classi- 
fied Service, Pension Agency, Clerks and 
Firemen, about got*. 

Same date, Scientific Employees of 
Geological Survey, were transferred to 
non-excepted class, 107. 

August 1(5. Compositors and Pressmen 
in departments were transferred to com- 
petitive class, IK). 

September 5. Bookbinders in Depart- 
mental Service were transferred to non- 
excepted class, 11. 

March 20. A great variety of positions 
in the Indian Service were classified, num- 
bering about 740. 

April 2. Assistant Attorneys, Law 
Clerics, and Board of Pension Appeals 
were transferred from excepted to competi- 
tive class, 31. 

Here are separate orders during the year, 
each one marking a distinct advance in 
organization of the government work. 
The number of places uiTected during the 
year is about 5221, and the number since 
this administration came in, nearly 13,500. 

In addition to the above l ist of places 
coming under the Civil Service Commis- 
sion, other improvements have been made 
in several places. 

The rules of the Navy Department have 
been extended to cover appointments of 
clerks in the navy yards, and the Fish 
Commission are now appointing their 
laborers from the registration lists. 

A system of rules has been adopted con- 
cerning the selection of nominees for Con- 
sular Appointments. This is only a begin- 
ning, but us being administered it is secur- 
ing a wonderful improvement in the char- 
acter of our Consular appointments. 

By order of Nov. sth, a great change was 
made in the Postal Regulations, by which 
it was expected that the whole trying ques- 
tion of fourth class post-masterships might 
be solved. It was an admirable solution of 
a very difficult problem, and seemed to 
accomplish by a single order, under exist- 
ing law, much that hud been vainly sought 
by the paths of legislation, but which no 
legislative proposition had seemed to fully 
meet. Great has been the disappointment 
that the spoilsmen in Congress have rallied 
to prevent by means of provisions in the 
appropriation bill that consolidation of 
post offices which would have been an im- 
mense improvement in the business organi- 
zation of the department, while at the same 
time it would have brought the smaller 
post offices gradually under the competitive 
system in the appointment of officers. 

The mutter is now in conference, and it 
is still possible that the improvement may 
go on. 

It is gratifying to be able to record that 
the senators from this state have given 
most active support to the reform proposi- 
tion. Senator Lodge introduced an amend- 
ment to the post office appropriation bill, 
intended to meet Secretary \\ ilson's plan, 
and Senator Hoar supported the amend- 
ment in a stirring speech, and in debate. 

On Dec. 24th your executive committee 
adopted a vote of recognition to President 
Cleveland for the extensions he has made 
in the classified and competetive schedules. 

It is now expected that within a very 
few days the President will issue still an- 
other order extending the Civil Service 
Rules to “everything in sight,” by which 
practically every position in the executive 
departments will be under the rules, ex- 
cepting only those positions requiring 
action by the Senate. 

MASSACHUSETTS. 

In our Htate service the story is less sat- 
isfactory. At our last annual meeting we 
adopted a remonstrance against the pas- 
sage of The Veterans' Preference Bill, 
which was then pending in the legislature. 

l r pon its passage your executive com- 
mittee, May .'list, petitioned Gov. Greeu- 
lialge to interpose his veto ; ami upon his 
return of tin* Dill with his veto your secre- 
tary wrote the acknowledgements of this 
association for his manly course in so 
doing. The bill was however passed over 
the veto. 

la practice it has proved unfortunate for 
the service, and lias not been of such 
benefit to the veterans as was anticipated 
by its udvocutes. There have been grave 
doubts concerning its constitutionality, and 
it has been argued by able counsel before 
the full bench of the Supreme Court, on a 


case of genuine Injury arising under the 
law. The case was carried to its conclu- 
sion by the Massachusetts Civil Reform 
League, mid as a large expense was In- 
volved the members of our association 
were, with others, given an opportunity to 
join in a special subscription for defraying 
tho cost. 

The arguments were made about six 
months ago, and within the last three days 
the decision of tho court has been an- 
nounced, deelarinu the law to be uncon- 
stitutional, and fully maintaining the posi- 
tion of the Civil Service Reform Associa- 
tions. 

Our State Legislature of the present 
year has also shown its opposition to the 
reform by refusing to appropriate the 
necessary means for extending the regis- 
tration labor system to all cities of the 
Commonwealth as the commission was 
prepared to do, and as the experience of 
the cities who have voluntarily adopted 
the system would warrant and encourage. 

OTIIKH PLACES. 

New York State has come under a new 
constitution requiring all appointments, 
where practicable, to be made by com- 
petitive examinations. 

Gov. Morton has made an unsatisfactory 
appointment on the commission, and many 
officers who were attached to the old spoils 
fashion have made appointments in viola- 
tion of the constitution. In several in- 
stances the comptroller has refused to 
authorize the payment of salaries to officers 
wrongly appointed, and has been sus- 
tained by tli<! courts in those cases where 
decisions have been rendered. Among 
other results of the new constitution it has 
been decided by the courts that tlicjr 
Veterans’ Preference Law of several years 
standing is abolished. 

The city of Chicago came under Civil 
Service Rules last August, and the cities of 
Seattle and Tacoma have lust decided by 
popular vote to adopt a similar system. 

On the whole the progress of the reform 
is very gratifying, and wo have cause for 
congratulation on the results of the year.

The day has passed when members 
of Congress can afford to trifle with the in- 
telligence and with the rights of their con- 
stituents. The matter rests with you. 
The responsibility of making or of prevent- 
ing a great administrative reform lies with 
Messrs. Allison, Blackburn, Pettigrew, 
Loud, Smith and Kyle.

Republicans 
of Newton ought to take hold of this mat- 
ter in earnest, and if their leaders have not 
enough local patriotism to work for the 
interests of the city, they ought to send 
them to the rear and get some new ones, 
it is generally conceded that if Newton 
w ould unite on Mr. Leeson, it would secure 
his nomination, and that no other Newton 
candidate has tho slightest chance. 'Hie 
question is shall we send candidates who 
favor an outsider, or those who favor a 
Newton mail? Newton.

INCONSISTENCIES IN POLITICS. 


*nev. Leighton Parks of Emmanuel 
church, Boston, made a searching criticism 
in his sermon, last Sunday, of the incon- 
sistencies of life, especially as exemplified , 
In politics, where so-called Christian men ; 
think it no sin to violate all the principles 
of morality and he made use of the follow- i 
ing illustrations: 

“Here is a man who has had every ad- 
vantage which training and association 
tan give to make him a statesman, but he 
is the veriest demagogue. The great State 
of New York is as truly governed by an 
irresponsible despot its is Turkey. Penn- 
sylvania dare not pass a law until the boss 
approves it. Maryland has just thrown off 
the yoke of a tyrant, and now begins to re- 
gret it. How do these men get their 
power? Simply by corruption. And note 
that no one of these men is accused of 
putting into his own pocket the funds 
placed at his.disposal. Any one of them, l 
suppose, might safely be trusted with the 
inheritance of the fatherless or the widow. 
What is the explanation of this moral 
monstrosity? It is this, that a man will 
encourage another to do what he would be 
ashamed to do himself. And justifies him- 
self on the ground that every man ought to 
he left free to do what he believes to be 
right. Thus, if I were to go to Washing- 
ton and offer certain senators a large sum 
of money to secure desired legislation, I 
believe they would refuse it. But they 
would use an equal sum to bribe a legislat- 
ure. 

"I have a friend who broke into a house 
and stole a few pounds of lead pipe. He 
was sent to the State Prison. But you have 
friends who have broken the law far worse 
than that, and you will send them to Chi- 
cago or to St. Louis to name the next Presi- 
dent of the United States! The political 
brigands of whom I have been speaking are, 
certainly two of them, and 1 think three, 
attendants of the Christian church, if not 
technically members of it. They . are the 
curse of Christian civilization, under their 
patronage vice flourishes, and they are in 
alliance with crime, yet they call them- 
selves the disciples of .lesus and, for all I 
know, believe themselves to be such.”. 

Gen*. Draper evidently holds the original 
American ideas on the subject of the cur- 
rency. The Indians when this country 
was discovered used strings of wampum 
for their money and (Jen. Draper thinks 
we could get along with a lead or copper 
currency if we only had a tariff high 
enough, as he thinks the latter is the one 
essential requisite to prosperity. Such a 
declaration, coming from an otherwise 
intelligent man, has caused great surprise, 
and there will be less regret at his retire- 
ment from Congress. His ideas are more 
dangerous than those of the extreme silver 
fanatics, sis they only propose to scale 
down the dollar one-half. It would be in- j 
tereating to have him give his views on the 
currency question at greater length, and 
tell us what he would do with wages, 
when he lmd got a dollar worth live cents 
or less. Would he pay the same nominal 
rate as now, or would he increase the 
wages In* pays, some twenty times, to en- 
able his employes to purchase the same 
things as they can now with a dollar worth 
oue hundred cents? 

There if. said to be a petition in circula- 
tion for the city to take Armory Hull and 
all the laud down to Centre street, for the 
Washington street widening, and to build a 
new Armory Hall. This would be a very 
nice thing, but it would be well for the 
signers to consider the cost. .lodging from 
what was paid for the little slice of Cole’s 
block, $Wi,tmo would be required for that; 
£:i:t,ouo is asked for Howes’ block. The 
owners of the four houses between the hall 
and the block would want about $t(i,uoo 
each, judging from the price puid for the 
Bigelow property ; this would make a total 
of £1 -Iff, i MM). Then a new Armory Hull 
would cost something like £loo,ooo and 
possibly more, muk lug a total of nearly a 
quarter of u million for this little strip. If 
the bunk grounds was included, as some 
desire, this would be increased by u large 
sum, as the hunk is said to wuut £5 a foot 
for their land und the cost of the building 
besides. Evidently the city is in no condi- 
tion to indulge in any such expensive 
scheme ut present, for merely sentimental 
reasons. 


The Newton Street Railway has been 
luboring under difficulties for some weeks, 
owing to the removal of the tracks on 
Washington street, to the northerly side of 
the street, wherever the tracks adjoin the 
railroad. The stretch in front of the cur 
house, between West Newton and Newton- 
ville has just been completed, ami also a 
long stretch opposite tin* Church street 
crossing, where the trucks have hud to be 
ruised, as well as moved. The company 
are now at work between Harvard and 
A (lams streets, and these uhuuges have 


CAUsed transfers and irregular running of 
cars, which have been annoying, but un- 
avoidable. The company is having an op- 
portunity now to get rid of a large amount 
of surplus. 

Tiik directors of the Associated Charit ies 
are deserving of great credit for their 
efforts to have the will of the late Joseph 
L. stone carried out. lie left $ 60 ,nno for 
an Old Folks Home In Newton, and the 
legal time allowed for settling the estate 
has elapsed. Such an institution Is needed 
in Newton and there are many people who 
are said to be desirous of remembering 
such a Home in their wills. It could be 
started in a small way as such Homes in 
other cities have been started, and a suita- 
ble house for the beginning could be 
secured for $10,000, leaving almost enough 
from Mr. Stone’s bequest to pay the run- 
ning expenses for the first few years. This 
appeal made to the City Council should he 
acted upon. 


Chief Ranlktt in his annual report 
recommends that in regard to Washington 
street, that two lines of wires be run, one 
on the north side for high tension wires, 
and one on the south for low tension. 
This is the practice followed In other 
cities, where it is considered dangerous to 
have both high and low tension on the 
same poles. The alderman, in their action 
Monday night, with regard to having all 
the wires on Commonwealth avenue on the 
trolly wire poles, apparently do not think 
there is any danger in this method, but 
many think differently, especially the tele- 
phone linemen. 


A correspondent wants to know 
whether the men who are talking up Mayor 
Cobb for Congress are not really in favor 
of Senator Sprague. Evidently he is one 
of those troublesome people who will 
persist in burrowing beneath the surface 
for concealed motives. All we know about 
the matter is that Senator Sprague has 
some warm friends in Newton, who openly 
say that the Cobb movement is an excel- 
lent thing, as it will divide Newton’s vote, 
and injure Mr. Sprague’s most formidable 
competitor, Mr. Leeson, just so much. 
Hut perhaps the voters will turn out to the 
caucuses and elected a solid Leeson delegu- 
tion. 


The census of the State for 1805 shows 
that in the past ten years Newton 1ms 
gained 7,8ffl in population, an increase of 
30.63 per cent. The figures state that there 
are now in the city 12,356 males and 15,2JV5 
females, the sexes increasing in about 
equal proportion. In the immediate 
vicinity of Boston, or within the twelve 
mile limit, there are 787,822, or 31.51 per 
cent of the entire population of the state. 
The increase in this district in the last ten 
years, is 213,578, or 37.10 per cent. The 
total population of the state is now .2,500,- 
183, and the number of legal voters 560,- 
802. 


The order appropriating $80,000 for the 
widening of Park, Tremont and Washing- 
ton streets, from the Newton line to No- 
nantum Square, has passed the hoard of 
aldermen and the great improvement is 
now a certainty. Work ought to be begun 
at once, so as to have the streets all ready 
for the West End tracks, and to secure a 
five cent fare to Boston as early in the 
season as possible. The West End Com- 
pany have accepted the location granted 
them and are said to be all ready to begin 
work. 


Ex-Mayor Botiifkld has been ap- 
pointed, sit the request of the Boston & 
Albany Railroad Co. and also of the city,

Single Tax Class and Club. 

The regular meeting of the Single Tax 
Class and Club was held at 230 Bellevue 
street, Tuesday evening. The subject of 
the previous meeting was continued, viz: 
Chapter 1, “Condition of Labor," by Henry 
George. 

Mr. Flllebrown !spoke of talking Single 
Tax at Woonsocket, with Mr. Win. Lloyd 
Garrison, Prof. Gardner of Brown* Univer- 
sity speaking In opposition. The mayor, 
ex-niavor, president and forty or fifty mem- 
bers of the Business Men's Association, 
two-thirds of the city government, six 
lawyers, three doctors, a dozen mill agents 
and superintendents, ministers, bank men 
and merchants wore present. Liveliest in- 
terest prevailed and no one moved to go 
home until 11.20, after voting to continue 
the discussion in the early fall. Hon. 
Latimer Ballou. S4 years of* age. now and 
for fifty four years superintendent of the 
Unlversalist Sunday school, cashier of one 
bank and president of another, came and 
stayed until near midnight. 

Mention was also made of a similar meet- 
ing at Melrose last Saturday evening, it be- 
ing the fourth consecutive weekly meeting 
devoted by the Young Men’s Congress of 
the V. M. C. A., to the subject of the single 
tax, with same subject to be continued two 
weeks later and in a larger hall. 

The very pertinent question was asked 
why should Woonsocket and .Melrose lie 
more hospitable to new truth than Newton. 

There w*ere five original papers read, and 
attention was called to an article which ap- 
peared in the Review of Reviews for April 
In reference to the condition of labor in 
Russia, and the following quotation was 
read : “Every peasant who is a member of 
the village commune has an interest in a 
plot of ground originally reserved for Ills 
benefit by the State, and which it is for- 
bidden him to dispose of. The Russian un- 
employed, therefore, can always fall buck 
on this as a last resource, and hence it is 
j impossible for him to be reduced to that 
state of utter penury and wretchedness 
which is only too often seen among the un- 
employed in other countries.” 

The following words of Thomas Jeffer- 
son. the author of the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence, were quoted in support of the 
single tax, “Wherever there are in any 
country uncultivated lands and unemployed 
poor, it is clear that the laws of property 
have been so far extended as to violate 
natural rights. The earth is given as a 
common stock for men to labor and live 
on."

Slow Progress. 

The slow progress of the work on the 
Boston link, connecting Commonwealth 
avenue in Newton with the avenue in 
Brighton, is a source of much regret to land 
owners and others in Newton. This city 
has finished its part of the boulevard as far 
as Auburn street in Auburndnle, and the 
street ears are running on it, carrying from 
loon to rjno people a day. Were the Boston 
end finished it would be possible for pas- 
sengers to go from Auburndale to Boston 
by ear, while now they have to be trans- 
ferred by barges over the uncompleted part. 
This whole territory is in a measure de- 
pendent for development on the completion 
of the roadway ana the running of ears to 
the terminus of the West End road. This 
delay of Boston is in great contrast to the 
rapid way in which Newton pushed 
through its five miles of work.

STORY OF THK "H A ITI. K 11 YM X OF Til R 
HEPtTBLIC." 


Tho Uul finch stnto-lnmso was erected in 
175W7. The land it stands on was bought 
from the heirs of John Hancock for £4000 
sterling and was called “The governor's 
pasture " at the time. Tho commission on 
the erection of the state-house were 
Thomas Dawes, Edward Hutchinson Hob- 
bins and Charles Hulflnch. The corner- 
stone was laid July 4, 1 7!V>, and the Colum- 
bian Centinel of July *, 17lV», gives an ac- 
count of the memorable occasion. The 
corner-stone was laid with Masonic cere- 
monies upon a silver plate which bore the 
inscription : “This corner-stone of a build- 
ing. Intended for the use of the legislative 
and executive branches of the government 
of the commonwealth of Massachusetts, 
was laid by 11 is Excellency Samuel Adams, 
Esq., governor of said commonwealth ; as- 
sisted by the Most Worshipful Paul He- 
vere, grand master, and the Hight Worship- 
ful William Scollay, deputy grand master, 
the grand wardens and brethren of the 
grand lodge of Massachusetts, on the 
fourth day of July An. Dorn., 1795, A. L. 
5795, being the X Xth anniversary of Amer- 
ican independence.” 

In the brief address of Gov. Adams oc- 
curred these words: “May the super- 
structure be raised even to the top stone 
without any untoward accident, and re- 
main permanent as the everlasting moun- 
tains. May the principles of our excellent 
constitution, founded in nature and in the 
rights of man. be ably defended here; and 
may the same principles be deeply engraven 
on the hearts of all citizens, and there be 
fixed unimpaired and in full vigor till time 
shall be no more." In 1S.”>, when new 
underpinning was put under the state- 
house to correspond with that of the 
Bryant addition, the corner-stone, which 
was under the southeast corner, was found 
to be damaged. The silver plate and the 
coins which had been deposited with it 
were very much corroded. After being 
polished the plate was engraved on the 
other side as follows: “The corner-stone 
of the capitol having been removed in con- 
sequence of alterations and additions to 
the building, the original deposit, together 
with this inscription, is replaced t»v the 
Most Worshipful Winslow Lewis. M. 1)., 
grand master, ami other otlicers and 
brethren of the grand lodge of Massachu- 
setts. in the presence of His Excellency 
Henry .1. Gardner, governor of the com- 
monwealth, on the 11th day of August, A. 
D. 1855, A. L. 5H55. Joseph R. Richards. 
Samuel K. Hutchinson, George M. Thatch- 
er. commissi ners.” A new stonewall was 
laid in the same corner. 

On January 10, 179S, the Legislature 
marched in procession from the old state- 
house on Washington street to the new on 
on the top of Beacon hill. In the speech 
of Gov. Increase Sumner upon this occa- 
sion was this passage : “In this house may 
the true principles of the best system of 
civil government the world 1ms ever seen 
be uniformly supported. Here may every 
practice and principle be successfully op- 
posed that tend to impair it. Here may 
every act of the Legislature be the result 
of cool deliberation and sound judgment. 
And in this house, on all necessary occa- 
sions, may the supreme executive, agree- 
ably to the laws of the land, in mercy, 
cause judgment to be executed. And each 
brunch of our elective government, con- 
tinuing faithful in the discharge of its 
trust, God grant that neither external force 
or influence, nor internal commotion or 
violence may ever shake the pillars of our 
free republic.’' 

The front of the building is 17B feet and 
the height to the top of the dome is 110 
feet. The oi iginal cost of the building was 
estimated at Extensive im- 

provements were mode in the state-house 
in Ikm to 1850, including what has been 
known as the Bryant add tion, which was 
destroyed in the summer of 1895 and is now 
replaced by the part which abuts upon the 
old Buliinch front. In 1800 still further 
alterations were authorized to be made at 
an expense of 8150,000, and S'-’o.ooo more 
were needed to finish the work. It was at 
this time that the middle story was put in 
and the windows were made higher on the 
outside in order to give the needed light. 
In 1881 there was spent 845,000 in excavat- 
ing under the state-house and enlarging 
the lower story. Constant improvements 
have had to be made. Before the extension 
was built it cost an average of 810,000 a 
year for repairs and new furniture to keep 
the building in usable condition. The 
corner-stone of the extension was laid 
December 21, 1889, by Gov. Oliver Ames.

Single TAx Class and Club. 

The second meeting of the Single Tax 
Class and Club was held at 2:to Bellevue 
street, Tuesday evening, April 21st. Sub- 
ject, The First Chapter of "Condition of 
Labor’’ by Henry George. 

Three original papers were read, followed 
by the usual discussion. Mr. Fillebrown 
said that he hud talked single tax the even- 
ing before in tho Universulist church at 
Woonsocket in company with Win. Lloyd 
Garrison, Prof. Gardner of Brown Univer- 
sity speaking in opposition. Tho audience 
included the mayor and ex-mayor, two 
thirds of the city government, the presi- 
dent and forty or fifty members of the 
Business Men’s Association, live bunk 
otlicers, among whom wus the lion* Lati- 
mer W. Ballou, now and for 54 years Supt. 
of the I’niversulist Sunday school, and 
who, though 84 years of age, wus one of 
the very last to leave. There were also 
half a dozen mill agents, two ministers, 
three doctors, six lawyers, two editors, be- 
sides merchants ami manufacturers. 
Scurcely u person left before 11.20 o’clock, 
and many staid until nearly 12, after voting 
unanimously and enthusiastically to con- 
tinue the discussion with the .same speak- 
ers in the early autumn. The Woonsocket 
Reporter gave the day previous a column 
notice of the finest kind and the day fol- 
lowing the lecture a report of three 
columns, the Woonsocket Cull two 
columns, and the Providence Morning 
Journal two full columns. Why should 
Woonsocket be ahead of Newton in the 
hospitality to new truth.

Mrs. Julia Ward Howe addressed the 
Pleasant Sunday afternoon Society in the 
North Evangelical church in Nonantum, 
Sunday afternoon. The church w as little 
more that half filled with people, but the 
number was considered one of the largest 
that has ever attended these meetings. It 
is to be regretted that more did not take 
advantage of the opportunity of listening 
to this beautiful discourse, but it may be 
attributed to the insufficient notice given. 

After the choir had rendered several 
selections Rev. Daniel Greene, the pastor 
of the church, offered prayer and intro- 
duced the speaker. In his introductory 
remarks he said the society had been en- 
deavoring to have the most interesting 
speakers address it and that it was very 
fortunate in securing Mrs. Julia Ward 
Howe. This was the first time ho said 
that an invitation had been extended to 
the Indies to attend these meetings, and he 
was glad to see such a representation 
present. He also announced that the 
speaker for next Sunday would be Dr. 
Partridge of Newtonville. At this Mrs. 
Howe entered upon the platform from a 
loor in the rear and was greeted with loud 
applause. 

In beginning she said, “I don’t suppose 
you expect a sermon and 1 sympathize very 
much with you in your pleasant Sunday 
meetings, and only hope I shall be able to 
interest you with what I say this after- 
noon." 

She took for her text the command of 
Jesus where he said to his disciples “Go 
ye into all parts of the w ord and preach to 
every creature," and said in brief that she 
was greatly impressed when she visited 
the Mount of olives and other parts of the 
Holy Land, and thought it a great joy to 
be priviledged to stand on that ground. 

She described the scene where the Lord 
gave this message and spoke of his great 
qualities and his doctrine. She told of St. 
Paul's efforts in carrying out the command, 
of the difficulties he encountered, of his 
privations and suffering. 

The Christian religion established by 
these teachings 1ms never wholly died out. 
Later there was a dissension in the church 
and a part adopted another form of 
worship. Soon alter a Roman Catholic 
priest Introduced these teachings into 
Jtfpan. He met with great success in his 
work until lie, with others, endeavored, 
through its influence, to bring a change 
upon the political state and was then 
roughly treated by the Japanese govern- 
ment and the practicing or the Christian 
teachings prohibited. For many years, it 
is believed, those who lmd been converted 
practiced it in secrecy, but at the present 
time other religions, through the effort of 
Com. Perry, are allowed without fear of 
molestation. 

The Spanish nation has the darkest 
record in history and by its cruel invasion 
of South America accomplished little. 
They are very superstitious and have rites 
in the observances of their order. 

The Jesuit missionaries were the first to 
explore the wilderness of this country to 
attempt the conversion of the Indians. 
They explored the Mississippi and estab- 
lished schools. In one school was a clock 
of which the Indians were very superstiti- 
ous and when it struck the hour they asked 
“what does his majesty say.” 

Fr. Benedict, one of the leaders of the 
band of priests, carried an altar about with 
him on his back and when he prayed the 
Indians supposed he was calling the 
demons: when he observed this he tried 
singing and they didn’t seem to mind it. 
One Indian chief thought it a great plan to 
invite the priests to meet members of the 
different tribes at a certain place under the 
guise of instructing them in the Christian 
religion, and then kill them. A friendly 
red man hearing of this informed the 
fathers, telling them they wen* to be killed 
and they had better leave. Late at night 
when the camp was asleep the priests 
were building boats in which to make their 
escape. They had no opportunity until 
one day a great feast was spread, ami 
knowing that an Indian never refuses 
anything offered to Him to eat, they 
sisted upon the whole party eating 
heartily that they were overcome and fell 
asleep. Then it was that the fathers left 
and when the savages heard of it deodar 
that the angels had carried them off by 
magic. 

The Puritans made zealous efforts to 
convert the Indians and were rewarded 
when some were ordained ministers. John 
Eliot instructed them and translated the 
Bible into that language. 

The Sandwich Islands are at present the 
field of a great missionary work and en- 
couraging reports are often received. 

In India tiie British government had not 
done much to advance Christianity, but 
have put a stop to a great many barbarities 
and so-called sacrifices and have allowed 
schools to he established. 

Mrs. Howe refeured to the horrible 
massacres of the Armenians and told of 
tin* part the people of the United States 
took in the matter. She said "I couh 
speak for hours on this subject for 1 hav 
it so much to heart.” 

"You have asked me to recite my battle 
hymn and tell you all about it. You must 
then imagine Washington some thirty 
years ago, as a great camp, where the sick and 
dying were being cured for and the dead 
removed to their homes or friends in the 
north. My husband was at that time to 
old for active service and my son. u young 
lad just entering college, ami I was 
wondering what I could do in this great 
strife. i»ne morning I awoke, before early 
dawn, with the tune of ‘John Brown's 
Body running through my mind ami 1 
thought of these lines, which I fitted too 
music, and jumped out of bed and hastily 
scribbled on a piece of paper. And now T 
will say them to you.” 

Mrs. Howe then recited the "Battle 
Hymn of the Republic” very effectively.

HANDSOME NEW QUARTERS. 


THK NKW II A XK I VO HOTJ 4 K OF TIIF. FIRST 
NATIONAL AT WF.*T NF.WTOV. 


I he new quarters of the First National 
Bank are without doubt the handsomest to 
be found in any suburban eity, and they 
would even compare favorably with those 
of any Boston hank. They have been 
fitted up under the supervision of C ashier 
Hatch, whose taste in such matters is 
amply demonstrated by the results. They 
are located on the corner of Washington 
and C herry streets, so that they have an 
abundance of light on two sides, and the 
entrance has been placed at the corner of 
the building, recessed so that customers 
entering are protected from the weather. 
On one side of the entrance is a large plate 
glass window, taking np the whole front, 
and on the Cherrj street *side i • ■ ■ ee 
smaller w inflows. 

The inside fittings are of quartered oak. 
with grill work of laquered steel, the wails 
are painted a light pink, while the ceiling 
is finished in white and gold, so that the 
general effect is very bright ami cheerful. 
The floor is of mosaic tile in light colors, 
to correspond with the other fittings. 

At the left of the entrance is a room for 
the lady customers of the bank, partitioned 
off with steel lattice work, containing a 
table standing on a handsome rug. easy 
chairs, and a broad cushioned window 
seat, which will make business as pleasant 
an affair as shopping. 

The oak counter is surmounted by grill 
work, with windows for the cashier and 
teller, ami at the end of the lobby is 
another steel lattice work, partitioning off 
a room for the president. 

Through the President’s office is the en- 
trance to the bank vaults, to be used by the 
patrons of the safe deposit boxes, which 
are in the front of the vanlt. The rear 
half is partitioned off bv a strong steel 
lattice work, for the exclusive use of the 
bunk, and in this is a ponderous safe. 

The bank vault is made perfectlvfire and 
burglar proof, as an inspection of tlte pon- 
derous inner and outer doors would show. 
No expense has been spared in making this 
as perfect as possible, and while the outer 
walls of the vault are of brick, the inner 
lining is of steel, through which the most 
skilful burglars would find it impossible 
to penetrate. The outer door itselt weighs 
i about seven tons, and is fitted with the 
Damon Safe Co's latest inventions in the 
way of automatic locks, am! once locked 
the door will remain fast until the time set 
by the clock for releasing it. An inspec- 
tion of the attachments *»tt the inside of the 
di>or will give one an idea of the protection 
ufforded. 

The working department of the bank is 
entirely separated from the vault ent ance 
by a strong steel lattice work, so that the 
bank clerks can not be interfered with by 
patrons of the safe deposit boxes. For 
further protection there are several electric 
buttons, which ring a bell in the police 
station, ami the police would respond in a 
minute, if their presence was needed. 

The desks and wood work were fur- 
nished bv the Derby A- Kilmer Desk Com- 
pany of Boston, and the vault Nvas built by 
the Damon Safe Company, also of Boston. 

The ceiling is something unique in New- 
ton, as it is made of steel plates, fitted to- 
gether, and painted white ami gold. It 
was put nj* by the New York Metal Steel 
Ceiling Company. 

The railings and grill work were fur- 
nished by Oliver Whyte Co. of Boston, 
and are of steel and laquered brass. The 
floor was laid by the Boston Mosaic Tile 
Company. 

Back of the banking rooms is the direc- 
tors room, a very cheerful place which oc- 
cupies all that corner of th** building. It 
is handsomely fitted up w ith a directors 
i table and easy chairs, and here the direc- 
tors will meet to consider the applications 
of would-be borrowers ami other matters. 

The former quarters of the bank will be 
occupied by the West Newton Savings 
bank, and communication between the two 
can be had by means of a double door, one 
of which is of steel lairs. 

The West Newton Co-operative bank 
will take the rooms vacated by the Savings 
bank. 

The National bank is the first institution 
to make its quarters correspond with the 
Washington street improvements, and they 
have now banking rooms of which the 
whole city may well feel proud, and it 
speaks well also for the prosperity of New- 
on.

A hearing on the laying of a concrete 
sidewalk on Take avenue in front of the 
estate of Mary Farnum was opened and 
Mr. Farnum appeared in remonstrance, 
lie said that he was willing to concrete his 
portion of the sidewalk if that part in front 
of the land of Mr. Charles S. Davis and 
l’rof. English was also done. He described 
the condition of the sidewalk, which was 
right in the centre of the village, and 
thought that this ought to be concreted be- 
fore his land, which was in a less thickly 
settled part. He was perfectly willing to 
do what was right, and would be glad to 
concrete his part when the same was done 
to the portion he referred to.

Death of Capt. J. M. Fiske. 

Capt. John M. Fiske, keeper of the jail, 
master of the house of correction and 
special sheriff of Middleax county, died at 
liis residence on Thornton street. East 
Cambridge, Sunday morning, at 4 o’clock. 
Death came suddenly. He attended the 
Grant dinner on Tuesday night, where it is 
thought ho contracted a cold which de- 
veloved into pneumonia, resulting in iiis 
death. 

Capt. Fiske was one of the most widely 

known men in the state, and he Imd the 

Aiderman Green did not believe in real I sincere love of a large circle of personal 

friends. There is scarcely a town or city 
in the state which he had not visited. In 
Middlesex county, where lie was deputy 
sheriff for about 12 years, ho was held In 
high esteem. He had visited every mu- 
nicipality in the county in his official ca- 
pacity.

Deceased was born in Framingham, Sept. 
2«, is: is. He was the son of Moses M. and 
Harriet H. Fiske, and nephew of Eben W. 
Fiske. who was high sheriff of Middlesex 
county, and who was succeeded by Sheriff 
Cushing, the present incumbent. 

When a young man of 22 he moved to 
Newton and entered the employ of W. If. 
Brackett, a provision dealer, with whom 
he remained a few years, when he was 
elected a constable of Newton. For years 
he was the only policeman in that large 
city, and his services were in constant 
demand, lie was possessed of great cour- 
age, and was fearless where danger was 
concerned. 

Iiis courage, fearlessness and attention 
to duty drew the attention of High Sheriff 
Kimball, who appointed Iiis deputy sheriff 
in 1H72. I 'pon the deatli of his uncle, 
Eben W. Fiske, Sheriff Cushing, who was 
then keeper of tiie East Cambridge jail, 
was elected high sheriff. He appointed 
Mr. Fiske keeper of the East Cambridge 
jail. He entered upon the duties of his 
office in May, 1884. 

Under his keeping, tiie jail won the 
reputation of being the best managed in- 
stitution of its character in the county, 
lie was very kind to tiie prisoners placed 
in his care, looking after their interests, 
and treating them iu as Immune a manner 
as possible. Their food was the best, well 
cooked and served in plenty, their 
quarters are neat and clean and well 
lighted. He managed tiie institution eco- 
nomically, and on strict business prin- 
ciples. 

Mr. Fiske received his education in the 
public schools of Framingham, graduating 
from tin* High school. Early during his 
residence in Newton lie evinced an interest 
in politics. He was one of a few men who 
had much to do with tiie management of 
town and city politics for many years. He 
was loyal to his friends, big-hearted, gener- 
ous and genial. 

He was prominent in many of tiie secret 
societies, being a member of Dalhousie 
Lodge, F. A. M., of Newton; Newton 
Royal Arch Chapter, F. A. M. ; Cambridge 
Commandery, K. T. ; Wuhan Lodge, 1. O. 
<). F. Newton. He was also a member of 
the Colonial Club, tiie Middlesex Club, and 
many other social organizations. A few 
weeks ago lie was elected a member of the 
Ancient and Honorable Artillery company. 
He was a 32d degree Mason. 

Mr. Fiske was one of a family of eight 
children, but two of whom survive, Mrs. 
Horatio Gardner of East Holliston, and 
Mrs. Willard Howe of Framinghum. Ho 
was married about :i5 years ago to Miss 
Caroline E. Morgan of Dedham. His 
widow and one (laughter, tiie wife of 
George D. Ford, deputy master of the 
house of correction, survive him. 

The funeral was held Wednesday morn- 
ing, at 11 o'clock, from his lute residence, 
and tiie interment was at hTanXlngham. 

Many anecdotes relating to Capt. Fiske’s 
experiences as a policeman are related by 
iiis old friends. He was a detective of no 
mean ability. Once tiie residence of 
Lawyer Smith of Walnut park, Newton, 
was burglarized, and much valuable prop- 
erty stolen. Mr. Fiske worked on the cause. 
Learning that tiie burglar probably took 
tiie horse cars for Boston, he Interviewed 
every conductor * on the road, and finally 
found one who remembered that a man 
with a large bag and shot gun, on tiie 
morning of tiie burglary, rode to South 
Boston. Capt. Fiske found the man, and 
recovered $l5,ooo wortli of property. He 
was highly complimented by the chief of 
the Boston police force for ins good detec- 
tive work, and offered a position on tiie 
Boston staff, which lie, however, de- 
clined. 

Another time he was driving a man 
charged with manslaughter to Cambridge. 
He had not taken the precaution to hand- 
cuff him, and while on the way, the 
prisoner, a heavy man, tried to make his 
escape, and throw Mr. Fiske from tiie 
carriage. Mr. Fiske grappled with him, 
and botli rolled out of tiie buggy, while 
the horse cantered away. Mr. Fiske held 
on, and Anally conquered tiie man.

The Slone Home. 

Following is the text of the memorial ad- 
dressed to the City Council by tho As- 
sociated Charities; 

TO TIIE CITY COUNCIL OF NEWTON. 

Gentlemen 1 The undersigned, a com- 
mittee of the Associated Charities of New- 
ton, have been Instructed to present for 
your consideration the following facts rela- 
tive to a “bequest” by tiie lute Joseph L. 
Stone for tiie foundation of a Home in 
Newton for aged and indigent people. Mr. 
Stone died in December, 1 hk<», and the fol- 
lowing extract from his will relates to tiie 
gift before mentioned : 

“If my wife should not survive me, I 
give to Spencer \V. Richardson and Charles 
A. I taml the balance of my property In 
trust, and I direct the remainder of my 
estate, after paying the above mentioned 
legacies, to be applied to tho erection of 
one or more buildings in said Newton, to 
be perpetually maintained as a home or 
homes Tor aged and respectalde men and 
women in indigent circumstances, and to 
the formation of a fund, the income of 
which shall lie applied to the maintenance, 
repairs, or renewal of such buildings and 
to the comfortable support of such aged 
men and women. "To be called tiie Stone 
Institute.’’ My wish is that one half of 
said remainder slmll be expended in the 
purchase of laud and in tho erection of the 
building or buildings, and the balance to 
bo kept at interest and the income ex- 
pended in keeping in repair and in tiie 
maintenance of tiie institution. I sincerely 
hope that other benevolent persons may 
contribute towards this institute. 

I authorize my said trustees, Spencer W. 
Richardson and Charles A. Rand, and their 
successors to sell and convey any or all of 
said trust estate whenever they may think 
best, and to do all or any other tiling with 
the property that in their judgment may bo 
beneficial to the carrying out of my wishes.” 

Tiie amount of property left for tiie 
. nr pose, approximates $(50,000, and there is 
present and continued need of an institu- 
tion of tills character, and your petitioners 
are moved to bring this matter to your 
notice by applications from persons inter- 
ested in obtaining tiie benefit of this homo 
for needy and worthy persons. 

As yet, however, tiie trustees under tiie 
will have taken no steps toward tiie estab- 
lishment of tho institution, preferring as 
they sav, to wait until the endowment part 
of the fund shall further accumulate and 
claiming, with good reason, that tiie in- 
come of $30,000 will not probably maintain 
and support a plant costing an equal 
amount. 

Mut it is the opinion of good legal au- 
thority that tiie trustees have, under tiie 
will, full power and ample authority to ex- 
pend at first only a part of the legacy left 
tor tiie plant, and it is tiie opinion of tiie 
directors of tiie Associated Charities and of 
many citizens that such a small beginning 
os might be maintained by tiie income of 
tiie present endowment portion of the 
legacy, would be of great advantage to the 
city, a proper and wise beginning of the 
enterprise and a fulfilment of the wishes of 
the testator. 

We, therefore. In behalf of tiie Associated 
Charities and representing the wishes of 
many citizens, beg to bring this matter to 
the attention of your honorable body in 
the hope that you may devhe such wise 
action os will result in tiie early establish- 
ment of this beneficent institution.

To the Editor of the Git.\i»inn: 

Why 1ms not our national flag boon (IIr- 
played on all our Hchool buildings every 
fair day, as the statutes of our state re- 
quire? More than a year ago a law was 
passed requiring the school committees in 
all the cities and towns of this Common- 
wealth to have the national Hag displayed 
on all the public school houses in their 
respective towns. lly referring to the 
“Blue Hook” of the legislature for IHDfi, 
chapter 1 hi, we And that the following is 
the text of the bill which passed the legis- 
lature and was signed by Gov. Groophalge, 
March 27, lWfl: ^ 

“AN ACT IIKqi'IIHNO SCHOOL COMMITTEES 

TO FI' IIXIS II Till-; PUBLIC SCHOOLS WITH 

NATIONAL KLAUS.” 

Be it enacted, etc., as follows: 

Section 1. It shall be the duty of the 
school committees in the soveral cities and 
towns of the Commonwealth to provide for 
each school house in which public schools 
are maintained within their respective 
cities and towns not otherwise supplied, a 
United Status Hag of silk or hunting, not 
less than four feet in length, and a suitable 
HagstafT or other apparatus whereby such 
Hag may be displayed on the school bouse 
grounds or on the school house buildings 
every school day, when the weather will 
permit, and on the inside of the school 
house on other school days. 

Section 2. This act snail take effect on 
the lirst day of September in tlie year 
eighteen hundred and ninety-five.” 

Now, the above bill passed the House of 
Representatives by a vote of 18H yeas to li 
nays, and in the senate it passed with prac- 
tical unanimity, the yea and nay vote not 
being called. Why for over a year has no 
effort been made by our school board to 
carry out the provisions of this law ? They 
cannot be ignorant of the law. for if they 
bad not heard of it otherwise surely our 
two honored representatives in the House 
(both of whom the records show were 
present and voted for the bill), would have 
informed the school committee of the exist- 
ence of the law; and I am also reminded 
thatoneofthe.se honored Representatives 
is a member of the Newton school board, 
and further is chairman of the same, so 
that it is impossible for them to have ne- 
glected it through ignorance. Why then 
has not this matter been attended to? We 
hear but two reasons for its neglect: (1) 
It would require some expense, and the 
city cannot afford it. Think of it! New- 
ton, which boasts of her wealth, her mil- 
lionaires, her many distinguished person- 
ages; Newton, which can spend thousands 
for her parks, and millions for her boule- 
vards, but too poor to buy a few bunting 
Hags with widen to honor the schools of 
our city! If that is the difficulty, let us 
start a popular patriotic subscription and 
raise the small sum necessary for this pur- 
pose. I will start it with Sr». (2), The only 
other excuse we have heard offered for dis- 
regarding this law is that there is no penal- 
ty attached for non-compliance with it. 
We say shame on our school committee if 
such an argument has had any weight with 
them. My local school committeeman, 
(Mr. E. M. Beck), brought this matter be- 
fore the school board last fall, but a promi- 
nent member of the committee turned it 
aside saying, “Oh, there is nothing compul- 
sory in that law, there is no penalty for 
disregarding it.” But are the people of 
Newton satisfied to let the school commit- 
tee contemptuously disregard the statutes 
of the state, especially such a one as this? 
Note the law does not say that the school 
committee “may,” “should,” or “ought,” 
but that the “school committee shall pro- 
vide a Hag for each school house not other- 
wise supplied, etc. Here let me sav, that 
as many of the school buildings of Newton 
are already supplied with Hags and Hag- 
staffs, why has not the order come from 
the school committee instructing the jani- 
tors of these schools already supplied with 
Hags and Hagstaffs, to run up the Hag every 
fair day ‘Wit looks almost like a case of 
contemptuous indifference for the Hag. 
We believe the patriotic sense of the people 
of Newton disapproves of this action, or 
non-action of our school committee. Many 
of us have had fathers, uncles, brothers, 
and cousins who have followed the Stars 
and Stripes through danger, blood, and 
death; and to them Old Glory was and is 
the dearest emblem in this republic, and no 
place of honor is too great to lie given unto 
it. Surely it would be an honor to the 
Hag to wave over the schools of Newton, 
whose standing is among the highest in the 
Commonwealth. And it would be an 
honor to the schools themselves to have 
the Star Spangled Banner proudly to wave 
over these intellectual citadels of our 
republic. How beautiful the Hag would 
look these line spring days waving over 
our magnificent school buildings; what de- 
light it would bring to our children ! What 
an inspiration it would be to us all ! Let 
us have them. Nearly all the other cities 
and towns of the state have complied with 
tin* law, why should not Newton? We 
call upon every friend of the Hag to ask our 
school committee to comply with the law ; 
we call upon the G. A. 1*. to ask for it ; we 
call upon the patriotic orders of the city to 
ask for it; we call upon the school children 
to ask for it: we call upon His Honor the 
Mayor, and the school superintendent to 
recommend it ; finally we call upon tin* 
Newton school committee to grant it. 

“The Star Spangled Banner, long may it wave 
O’er the schools of the free, ajnl the homes of 
the brave."

THE CUBAN QUESTION.

are in striking contrast, as they both treat 
of our duty towards Cuba at the present 
time, and each writer arrives at a very 
different result. Senator Lodge is in his 
fighting mood and wants this country to 
annex Cuba right away, or take some action 
looking to that end, and he sets forth the 
history of our dealings with Spain and 
Cuba in a way that would prove that the 
recognition of Cuban belligerency would 
be merely following out the advice of past 
statesmen and the example of former ad- 
ministrations, did not Mr. Moore show so 
plainly that exactly the reverse is the case. 

Mr. Lodge begins by quoting from John 
Quincy Adams and Henry Clay, with the 
comment that as these men lived some 
time ago and are dead, they may safely be 
called statesmen, but if they were alive to- 
day they would be denounced as “jingoes” 
and “politicians.” This is rather amusing, 
as showing our junior senator’s sensitive- 
ness to recent criticisms on his course, and 
also as showing with what men he ranks 
himself. He then proves to his own satis- 
faction that every administration till the 
present one took his own view of the case 
and would have recognized Cuban belliger- 
ency at once. He touches lightly upon the 
action of Gen. Grant’s administration dur- 
ing^ the former Cuban war, and also on 
Hamilton Fish’s position, but leaves it to 
be inferred that Mr. Fish was heartily in 
favor of intervening, and it is not till we 
reach Mr. Moore’s paper that we find that 
Mr. Fish strongly opposed any such action 
ami really kept President Grant from tak- 
ing it, and that Gen. Grant afterwards 
thanked his secretary of state for having 
kept him from making a bud blunder. 

Another reason he gives is that sucli ac- 


the auction sales some years ago, it would 
appear that the poor farm was worth more 
than three-quarters of a cent per foot, even 
if about half of it is swamp land. 

Mayor Cobb’s suggestion that a street be 
laid out to connect Washington and Beacon 
streets, through this land, would be of 
great benefit to the travelling public, 
would also greatly increase the value of 
the land, and is worthy of careful con- 
sideration. While there may he objections 
to the city’s engaging in real estate specu- 
lation, yet there is certainly no reason for 
the city to refuse to benefit by a necessary 
public improvement, and the best author- 
ities agree that all streets should be laid 
out by the city or town in which they are 
located, as then they would be laid out 
with a due regard to public convenience. 
Such a street as the one mentioned would 
be of great benefit to Waban. as it would 
be a direct route to West Newton, and at 
present there is only a roundabout road, or 
else a long and steep climb over West New- 
ton Hill. Such a street would make the 
abutting land very desirable for building 
puposes and would do as much for the land 
as the boulevard did for the farm land 
which it brought into the market.

ber. The junior rienartnieut has developed 
admirably under tfie watchful care of the 
Boys’ Work Committee, the active presi- 
dent of the department and the general 
secretary.

AN ENGLISH JAIL CHAPEL. 

A View of the Prisoner* nt the Snndny 
Morning Service. 

After brenkfast nothing much happens 
until the chapel hour. Now those pris- 
oners who have “gone aick” are visited 
by the snrgeon or his assistant, and if 
the cases are urgent are sent across to tho 
infirmary at. onco. There is no regnlar 
cell inspection; the governor or his 
deputy makes no round; there is no 
“taking of reports,” no adjudication of 
pains and penalties for misconduct. All 
this will stand over until Monday; even 
those awaiting punishment, unless it is 
for outrageous acts of violence or de*

mnnicate has been tried by individuals 
of opposite sexes; when a dry cough, 
persistently repented, in the female pew 
fiuds au answer in another part of the 
chapel, it affords a shrewd suspicion 
that friends are trying to use some code 
made up outside before imprisonment.

have gone plumb to the furnace if I 
hadn’t clutched at the edge of the regis- 
ter opening and hung ou.

“As I lay in the pipe my head was 
below the level of the floor; by a great 
effort 1 could ruise myself so that the 
upper half of my hend was above the 
opeuiug, but no higher; there was no 
room for play; when I got that high, I 
found myself with my elbows close to 
my body aud fairly wedged into the 
pipe ; I couldn’t get any higher. 

“I let myself down again, and after 
awhile I pulled myself up again, and 
held on by oue hand and bold up the 
lamp aud swung it round on the things. 
Then I let myseff down again, aud won- 
dered what I was going to do. It wasn’t 
only uncomfortable there in the posi- 
tion I was iu, it was mighty hot and ! 
unpleasant every wuy. If I let go, I 
didn’t know but that I’d slide doVT} 
against the furnace, nnd, of course, I j 
couldn’t stand it for an indefinite length j 
-of time, and when I’d been in t lie pipe 
I should imagine about two hours, I 
made up my mind thut I wouldn’t try 
to stand it any longer; I'd got to come 
out some time, aud I might just as well 
come out thvn ; iu fact, better, for while 
the chapces of my getting away at all 
were mighty small, they would be bet- 
ter at night than they would be iu the 
daytime. 

“So I made up my mind to kick ou 
the pipe and wake up tho house aud 
have tho thing settled. So I kicked 
once, twice, and then I kicked ugaiu ; 
aud by snakes! I kicked the pipe open 
at my feet. There was u joint there, aud 
I’d kicked it upart, and the sections 1 
wus in sagged down with my weight, 
and I slid out on the cellar floor. The 
sagging down of that part of the pipo 
detached it from the part above uud it 
fell on the cellar floor alongside of me. 
That made noise enough to wake every- 
body up; there couldn’t be any doubt 
about that. 

“I went ont by the same cellar win- 
dow that I came iu by. It wus the first 
aud only such lot of stuff that I ever 
struck, aud I never got u thing out of 
it; iu fact, I added something to it my- 
self — U set of tools uud u dark lantern. ” 
—New York Sun.

.structure will be in danger of tumbling 
down, and ought to be condemned by tiie 
city. 

—There was a meeting of the members 
of Newton L. A. 25441, Wednesday veil- 
ing, and tiie mayor and aldermen were 
denounced for allowing bosses and under 
bosses on city work to discharge citizens 
and hire Italians who are not citizens. It 
was voted to ask tiie civil service commis- 
sioners of Massachusetts to investigate the 
matter. Mr. Theodore A. Fleu, clerk of 
the Newton board of civil service commis- 
sioners. says that when the list of those 
who lmd qualified under the civil service 
rules lmd been exhausted, which occurred 
about three weeks since, it became neces- 
sary to hire whoever applied, which had 
been done, and which will continue, as the 
clerk says the law gives full authority. He 
states that all of the citizens of Newton 
who have qualified, and who do their work 
satisfactorily, are employed by tiie city’, 
ami will continue to Ik* in preference to 
outsiders. The list includes about 500 resi- 
dents of the city. 

— At the meeting of the Ilistoric-genea- 
logicul Society in Boston, Wednesday. Air. 
S. E. Warren of Newton submitted an 
eloquently worded resolution protesting 
against the demolition of tiie Hullincli 
front, which was adopted almost unani- 
mously. Air. W. C. Bates of Newton read 
a paper on "Websteriana.” The manner in 
which Air. Bates came into possession of 
the valuable material which constituted 
the basis of his essay was discovered by 
him in a Boston junkshop, being part of 
tiie dealer's stock in trade, which in the 
regular course of business would have been 
turned over to the papermaker. In this un- 
digested mass Air. Bates found himself 
possessed of originals and copies of letters 
and documents of ami from many of the 
leading statesmen, merchants ami educa- 
tors of Webster’s day. The documents 
bore on all subjects ami some of them were 
of a special permanent value. No incon- 
siderable part of the entire mass was, of 
course, in the handwriting of the great ex- 
pounder himself. All this diverse material 
was arranged in due order ami sequence, 
and presented with most intelligent ex- 
planation and comment by tin* essayist. At 
tlit* close of Air. Bates’ paper tin* temporary 
chairman supplemented the Webster story

Air. William C. Strong takes exceptions 
to the rather unfair statement of the sale of 
the city poor farm, published in some of 
the Boston papers, and implying that there 
was ground for suspicion that the public 
property committee had couspired with 
Mr. Strong to sell the land at an under- 
valuation and without publicity. No one 
who know s the committee or Air. Strong 
would believe such a statement for a 
minute, uud the only feeling is that the 
committee acted rather hastily in the mat- 
ter. Air. Strong says that "The simple 
truth is that tlie sanitary condition of tins 
laud has been such as to compel me, tor 
the past three years, to keep a constant 
agitation of the subject of drainage, or of 
buy ing or selling before the different com- 
mittees. I have made repeated offers to co- 
operate in draining, to an extent quite be- 
yond my proportion: to |oin with the city 
in any scheme for development ; to sell to 
the city a tract which divides the city land, 
at an appraisal by experts, or to buy by ap- 
praisal. So fur from tin* release of tlie 
gravel bank being u politic after thought, 
this bank was distinctly excepted by me in 
my very first proposal to buy. It is suffi- 
cient to udd that tlie unhealthy condition 
of this tract, of which we lutve far too 
much within our limits, was the reason] 
which led 1110 reluctantly to offer $ioon 
m* ire than tlte city assessors reported to 
tlie committee that it was worth. If the j 
city government can sec a proiit in entering , 
upon a plan of drainage and development, 1 
by ull umns let it be done, amt done 
speedily. '

CORNER STONE LAID. 


PlltHT IMPORTANT STEP TOWARD THE 

KHKf TIOS OF THE NEW METHODIST 

CHI' IK II. 

With fitting and appropriate exercises the 
corner stone of the new Methodist church 
was laid yesterday afternoon. About 2 oo 
people were present comprising members 
of tin* church, a number of the Newton 
clergymen, who participated in the exer- 
cises, ami others interested in the church 
work. In beginning the Doxoiogy was 
sung, the singing being led by the church 
quartet, which includes Mrs. Geo. W. Bar- 
ber, Mrs. Hiram Leonard ami Messrs. 
Frank O. and J. Wesley Barber. An in- 
troductory announcement w as made by the 
Pastor, Kev. Dillon Bronson, in which he 
prayed very earnestly for the future of the 
church. It was followed by the singing of 
Hymn h.v», “Laying of the Foundation,” 
wh eh was read by Rev. O. B. .Miller, 
pastor of the Methodist church, at Newton 
Lower Falls. Then came the invocation 
delivered by Rev. Luther Freeman, the 
new pastor of the Newton Centre AL E. 
church, followed by scripture reading from 
1 Cor. 3: !lai by Rev. Oliver W. Hutchin- 
son. 

The anthem “.Send out Thy Light” was 
effectively rendered by til** quartet and 
praver offered by Rev. Dr. J. B. Gould. 

Air. Bronson in introducing Air. Davis 
spoke of the number assemble*! there, 
representative of differdht denominations, 
yet all with an interest in the work 
of the Methodist church.

good deal of rather amusing talk came out 
with regard to the general conduct of 
school affairs in Newton. 

Mr. T. Aubrey Byrne, special employe in 
the Federal building, Boston, who con- 
ducted file ease for the petitioners, in 
speaking of a 1 c.k of uniformity in the 
school methods, and of an excess of atten- 
tion which he said was paid to non-essen- 
tials, told of a schoolboy whom lie had 
conie across one day, purchasing a tube for 
testing minerals. lie asked the hoy: 

“Do you study geography?” 

“Yes, sir,” replied the lad. 

“Do you know where Worcester Is?” 

“Oh, yes; it’s up the road!” 

“Where is Providence?” 

“In New York.” 

Such things as this created considerable 
laughter, although somewhat apart from 
the question of the evening. 

Mr. Byrne said that at other times, when 
the subject of the transfer of the children 
to the new school was up, the school com- 
mittee had set forth that the petitioners 
were not representative of the ward. 

“Now, however,” he continued, “we 
come here with the names of 20G of the 
prominent citizens of the ward, when that 
objection cannot obtain, ami we ask that 
vou sell the old Adams school property, 
under authority of the revised city charter, 
for the following reasons: 

1. “The new brick school building just 
erected at the eorner of Watertown and 
Walker streets is ample for the accommoda- 
tion of the pupils of this district. 

2. “The request and the appropriation 
for the new building were made w itli the 
distinct understanding that it should re- 
place the old building. 

3. “As taxpayers, we strenuously object 
to the additional expense of maintaining 
the old building.” 

Mr. Byrne made an argument on these 
lines, stating that the capacity of the new 
Adams school, counting eight rooms, is 384, 
and its registration is 151. The registrar 
tion of the old school is 121. leaving ”12 
vacant desks, in anticipation of the growth 
of the district— which, he said, is normally 
62, with a graduation of 26. But there 
w ere two large schoolrooms in addition to 
these, beside the large hull, the two ends 
of which are turned into two more. The 
school committee, after the lire of 1894, 
said he, contemplated carrying out the 
design of the citv government to dispose 
of the old building, but the citizens had in 
vain besought the committee to give them 
the use of the new building, and if the 
school committee of a city could not he 
regulated there must be some fault in tlie 
charter. The law says that the school 
committee is supreme in the administra- 
tion of the schools, but the charter gives 
the council control and custody of all city 
property. 

Parents of the district had been advised 
by their physicians not to send their chil- 
dren to the old building, and some families 
had to place their children in private 
establishments. Mr. Byrne said he would 
not go into the sanitary condition of the 
oltl building, but lie said, in the course of 
his remarks, that he had once seen the 
janitor using disinfectants in the base- 
ment. , , . 

Before Mr. Byrne finished he spoke in a 
general way of an officer who set up a 
dictum that nobody could gainsay. He 
read a letter from Beverley K. Moore, 
secretary of the Boston Merchants' As- 
sociation, expressing full accord wth the 
sentiment of the petition. 

On the close of his remarks Mr. Wallace 
C. Boyden, a former member of the school 
committee, made a short address. He said 
he had spoken before a number of times, 
hut was glad to say a word as he was 
deeply interested, lie considered the 
general state of things and policy carried 
out by the school committee to he unsound 
from a business stand point. The new 
building would amply accommodate the 
scholars of the district. :uk vacant 
sitting seemed a pretty liberal allowance 
fur grow th in the district. At present in 
the old building there were 121 scholars, 
lie saw no reason why these could not he 
transferred to the new building and there 
have plenty of room.

A Great Event. 

When it is once known that over one 
sixth of tlte entite population of the United 
States are enrolled in tlie Sunday schools 
of our country, the problem of Sunday 
school organization, equipment and teach- 
ing comes to he u national one. 

Tlie greatness of this fact being realized, 
no one can longer be indifferent to what is 
being done for the success of this work. It 
is, therefore, interesting to know that for 
nearily forty years an organization has ex- 
isted, increasing in size ami influence year- 
ly. for the prosecution of this work. 

* More than sixty Mates, Territories, and 
Cauudiuu Provinces are organized, and are 
holding district meetings and annual con- 
ventions ami conferences to increase the 
efficiency and improve tlie work of the 
schools. 

Once in three years all these bodies join 
in a Triennial International Convention, to 
which each of the Mutes and Provinces 
send their delegates. Seven such Conven- 
tions have been held already. The eighth 
is to he held in Boston, in Tremont 
Temple, June it-ati. It will be possible, 
therefore, for all of New England to come 
into closer touch and into personal relation 
with this greut system of Sunday Achool 
e lucation. 


Common Council. 

Monday evening at City Hall, was held 
the regular meeting of the common council, 
Pres. Wing in the chair. The session was 
a particularly short one, the principal item 
of business being the appropriation of the 
sum of $1500, to he added to the salary of 
the city solicitor, which was voted upon. 
There was some diseussion as to the 
wisdom of making the appropriation, it 
being shown thut the city solicitor, 
while receiving a salary from the City 
of Newton, does not give his entire 
attention to tlie affairs of the city. Acting 
upon the statement of Councilman Sprague 
that he was under the impression that if 
the solicitor’s salary was increased tlie 
latter would devote his entire attention to 
the interests of the city, the order was 
passed by vote, as stated. 

A number of hearings, at w hich no one 
appeared, were given as follows: On a 
petition for the grading of Groveland 
avenue; on a petition for the widening of 
Walnut street: on a petition for the con- 
creting of sidewalks on Lake avenue; on 
the laying of a sewer in Washington ter- 
race; on the laying of a sewer in Winchest- 
er road. 

PETITIONS 

were received from New tonvillc citizens 
asking that the hall of the new (Tallin 
school be furnished ; referred to the public 
property committee; from residents of 
Chestnut street for concrete sidewalks; re- 
ferred to the highway committee; from 
residents of Ward street for one street 
lamp; referred to the street light commit- 
tee; from the Congregational society of 
Auburndale for a concrete sidewalk on 
Hancock street; referred to the highway 
committee; from citizens of Newton High- 
lands for concrete sidewalks on Lincoln 
street; referred to the highwuy committee. 

A report was received taolu tlie hoard of 
health ami papers from tlie hoard of aider- 
men, were passed in concurrence. There 
being no further business at 8.20 o’clock 
the board adjourned. 

Alderman Greene, tlie next speaker, 
said he w ould like to say a few words on 
the economy side of the question. The 
conduct of the public schools for the past 
two years had been a matter of the greatest 
anxiety to the citizens. The increasing 
cost and the diminutive results attained 
caused the city to he anxious w hat it all 
would result in’. Here the alderman gave 
a number of figures to show the faulty and 
unbusiness like iiiauncr iu w hiclfthe cost 
per pupil in the public schools isascertained. 
lie thought that iu the sohool committee 
there was lack of organization, hut this was 
settled all on one man. If the mayor tried 
to meddle with the various committees, as 
was the habit of the superintendent of 
schools, he would soon come to grief. The 
mayor was too much of a business man to 
do a thing of that sort. As to the increase 
of population lie thought it would he well 
to consider the fact that 6u per cent, of the 
children born die under 5 years of age, 40 
per cent, before they are able to attend the 
kindergarten. 

^Austin T. Sylvester and Samuel 1*. I’ut- 
uam spoke, the lutter saying that the bruins 
of Ward Two were not all contained iu tho 
superintendent or iu the whole school com- 
mittee. The citizens w anted less theorizing 
ami more common sense. 

A letter was read from .1. B. Willis, who 
protested against the actions of one paid 
servant. 

Nathan W. Tupper said he w ished that 
the committee would give the Adams 
school house question their early ami most 
earnest attention. 

They hud waited for a new school house 
for years and hud worked for it, and now 
they wished to enjoy the fruits of their 
labors.

The subject of the last meeting for the 
season of the Single Tax Class and (Tub, 
Tuesday evening, was “Primary Cause of 
Redurrlng Paroxysms of Business Depres- 
sion" as expounded by Henry George. 
There were seven original papers and 
Miss Ellen D. Jackson gave some interest- 
ing personal reminiscences of the panic of 
is; 17. 

The following was rend as showing the 
climax in land speculation previous to the 
pnnio of 1837. "The figures of the sales of 
government lands at $1.26 per aero were, in 
1829 $1,517,000 ; in is:n $4,800,000; in 1835 
$14,757,000; in 18.’ Ml $24,877,000. One lot ill 
Chicago was cited where the assessed 
value fell suddenly from $26,000 in 1836 to 
$:tom in 1837. 

Reference was also made to the report of 
the tax commission of five men by Mayor 
Swift of Chicago to investigate the assess- 
ments in a certain division of that city. 
These men agreed in an opinion that the 
value of laud was $337,312,880 anil the 
value of the improvements $101,488,900, 
making a total of $438,831,780. The same 
property was assessed in 1895 as follows: 
Land $24,625,880; improvements, $15,911,- 
840; totals $40,668,720, or less than 10 per 
cent, of the actual value. 

The following extracts were read from 
Book V: Chap. 1, “Progress and Poverty” 
by Henry George. 

“A consideration of the manner in which 
tlie speculative advance iu land values cuts 
down the earnings of labor and capital and 
checks production, lends, I think, irristibly 
to the conclusion that this is the main 
cause of those periodical industrial depres- 
sions to w hich every civilized country, and 
all civilized countries together, seem in- 
creasingly liable.” 

“One school says that the speculation 
produced the depression by causing over- 
production, and point to the warehouses 
Idled with goods that cannot be sold at re- 
munerative prices, to mills closed or work- 
ing on half time, to mines shut down and 
steamers laid up, to money lying idly in 
bank vaults, and workmen compelled to 
idleness and privation. 

The other school says that tlie specula- 
tion has produced the depression by lead- 
ing to over-consumption, and point to full 
warehouses rusting steamers, closed mills 
and idle workmen as evidences of a cessa- 
tion of effective demand, which, they say, 
evidently results from the fact that people, 
made extravagant by fictitious prosperity, 
have lived beyond their means, and are now- 
obliged to retrench, that is, to consume less 
wealth.” 

“While the great masses of men want 
more wealth than they can get, and while 
they are will jug to give for it that which is 
tlie basis and raw material of wealth, their 
labor, how can there be over-production? 
And w hile the machinery of production 
wastes und producers are condemned to un- 
willing idleness, how can there be over- 
consumption?” 

“That land speculation is the true cause 
of industrial depression, is, iu the United 
States, clearly evident. In each period of 
industrial activity land values have steadi- 
ly risen, culminating in speculation which 
carried them up in great jumps. This has 
been invariably followed by a partial cessa- 
tion of production, and its correlative, a 
cessation of effective demand, (dull trade), 
generally accompanied by a commercial 
crash : and then lias succeeded a period of 
comparative stagnation, during which the 
equilibrium has been again slowly estab- 
lished, and the same round has begun 
again. This relation is observable through- 
out the civilized world." 

“Is it not the fact that labor is thus shut 
off from nature which alone can explain 
the state of things thut compels men to 
stand idle who would willingly supply 
their wiuits by their labor? The proxi- 
mate cause of enforced idleness with one 
set of men may he the cessation of demand 
on the part of other men for the particular 
things they produce, but trace this cause 
from point to point, from occupation to oc- 
cupation, and you will find that enforced 
idleness in one trude is caused by enforced 
idleness in another, and that the paralysis 
which produces dullness iu all trades can- 
not be said to spring from too great a sup- 
ply of labor or too small a demand for 
labor, but must proceed from the fact that 
supply cannot meet demand by producing 
the things which satisfy want and are the 
object of labor." 

"The land is the source of all wealth. It 
is the mine from which must be drawn the 
ore that labor fashions. It is the substance 
to which labor gives the form. And, hence, 
when labor cannot satisfy its wants, may 
wo not with certainty infer that it can be 
from no other cause than that labor is 
denied access to the land?" 

“Now, why is it that this unemployed 
labor cannot employ itself upon the land? 
Not that the laud is all in use. Though all 
the symptoms that in older countries are 
taken as showing a redundancy of popula- 
tion ure beginning to manifest themselves 
in San Francisco, it is idle to talk of re- 
dundancy of population in a state that 
with greater natural resources than France 
has not yet a million of people. Within a 
few miles of San Francisco is unused land 
enough to give employment to every man 
who wants it. 1 do not mean to say that 
every unemployed man could turn farmer 
or build himself a house, if he had the 
land ; but that enough could and would do 
so to give employment to the rest. What 
is it, then, that prevents labor from em- 
pl ying itself on this land? Simply, that 
it has been monopolized and is held at 
speculative prices, based not upon present 
value, but upon the added value thut will 
come with tin* future growth of popula- 
tion.” 

“The commercial and industrial depres- 
sion, \\ hich first clearly manifested Itself 
in the United Stutesiu 1872, and spread with 
greater or less intensity over the civilized 
world, is largely attributed to tlie undue 
extension of the railroad system, with 
which there are many things that seem to 
show relation.” 

"With this material progress went on a 
sUady euTuuoemm in land values, its 
consequence. Tills steady advance en- 
gendered a speculative advance, which, 
with the railroad era, ran up land values in 
every direction. If the population of, 
California had steadily grown when the 
long, costly, fever haunted Isthmus route 
was the principal mode of communication 
with the Atlantic States, it must, it was 
thought, increase enormously with tin* 
opening of u road which would bring New 
York harbor and Sun Francisco buy within 
seven days easy travel, and \\ lien in the 
State itself the locomotive took the place 
of the stuge couch und freight wagon. The 
expected Increase of laud value which 
would thus ucerue was discounted iu ad- 
vance. Lots on the outskirts of San 
Francisco rose hundreds and thousands (ter 
cent, and funning lunds were taken up and 
held for high prices, iu whatever direction 
an immigrant was likely to go. 

But the anticipated rush of immigrants 
did not take place. Labor and capital 
could not pay so much for land and make 
fair returns. Production was cheeked, if 
not absolutely, at least relatively.” 

“That a speculative advance iu rent or 
laud value* tu variably precedes each of 
these seasons of industrial depression is 
everywhere clear. That they bear to each 
other the relation of cause ami effect, is 
obvious to whoever considers the neces- 
sary relation between laud and labor.” 

An interesting account wus given of the 
progress of the work on the vucant lots to 
be cultivated by the unemployed in the city 
of Newton, and a collection was taken to 
help defray the necessary expenses of get- 
ting these lots in readiness. 

A f torn prolonged mid undiluted discus- 
sion of the subject of the evening, the class 
adjourned. voting uiiaiiiiiiously to meet 
ugaiu in tlie full und continue their study 
of the subject of the Single Tux.

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NEWTON’S CHARITIES. 


AN INTERESTING ACCOUNT OK WHAT IH 
1IRINO DONE IN THE CITY. 


The Newtonvillo Women’s Guild held an 
Important meeting on May nth, papers be- 
ing presented on the Charitable Institu- 
tions of Newton, the hearing of which im- 
pressed upon some for the lirst time the 
great work done, the power so quiet yot 
efficient of the charities in our city. 

Mrs. Taylor read a paper on “Pine Farm 
School,” which was of great interest. 

This charming upland farm is a training 
school for boys and is one of the many de- 
partments of the Heston Children’s Aid 
Society, and doing a great work for tho 
twenty or more wayward lads coming 
under its kindly care, between the ages 
of ten and fourteen years. Who knows if 
they could have been so (aired for earlier 
that they would ever have been wayward? 
Kind, broad-minded Mr. Lawrence visits 
the police courts every morning and takes 
names and addresses; goes to the home and 
talks with parents whore in some instances 
they are almost heart-broken over the dis- 
grace or nnhappiness brought upon them, 
in others callous and indifferent; but his 
warm heart and wise head adopt the best 
method of dealing with these young, way- 
ward lives and far from city life and its 
dangers, in happy environment these lads 
in many cases grow to useful, self-respect- 
ing men. Miss Durham takes an ardent 
interest in this work, corresponds with the 
boys, goes out to the school, spends a night 
now and then, makes acquaintance and 
wins friends among them and cheers and 
inspires them to better things. The 
matron, Mrs. Maynard, welcomes visitors, 
who see in tho school room bright, smart 
boys conducting themselves in such manly 
fashion, it seems impossible they are way- 
ward; nine months and sometimes less 
spent there does wonders for them. 

Mrs. Slocum, wife of lion. W. S. Slocum, 
gave an interesting paper on the “Pomroy 
Home for Destitute Girls,” another branch 
of Children’s Aid Society for a time, then 
in Nov. 1872, Newton friends pledged 
themselves to its maintenance and for 18 of 
the twenty-two, homes were found, leav- 
ing only four in the home. 

Next day, after tho establishing on a new 
basis, came the disastrous Hoston lire, and 
crippled its generous benefactors; after 
many vicissitudes it was established in its 
present location, Hovey street, Newton, 
where girls between live and eleven and 
from four to eighteen in number, are taken 
and brought up according to their abili- 
ties, trained in all domestic duties needed 
in the home, each month varying the round 
of work, they become very efficient, and if 
they evince talent in music, or love of 
study in special lines, efforts are made to 
aid and develop. 

“Auntie” Pomroy, as she is lovingly 
called, was an army nurse in the days of 
our civil war and her “Echoes from Hospi- 
tal and White House” tell of that time 
when bravo women were needed to till a 
great gap, and went at the demand of God 
and duty, to serve bravely und well. 

At the war’s close she took charge of the 

Home. 

Mrs. Williams also spoke of this beauti- 
ful charity. She said at present there were 
eighteen girls in the family, between eight 
and twenty years old, and while mpst have 
one parent, though unable to care for 
them, others are quite alone. 

They are to be trained to be self-support- 
ing children, they attend public school un- 
til they reach the ninth grade. 

To encourage them to study every girl 
ranking over ninety was allowed to hand 
her papers in to the directors; the lirst 
month’s trial was most encouraging and the 
second month the number doubled. They 
all attend church and count it a great de- 
privation if. from storm or illness, they 
are detained. 

They have privileges not given in many 
homes, a fair, young girl of warm heart 
gives her service as teacher of music and 
another as teacher of elocution. 

They make and keep in repair their own 
clothing and each has one younger girl in 
her charge. As a rule they are “put out” 
at 17, rarely under that age, although the 
home is greatly cramped for room. S 1:1.20 
paid the Dill for dry goods for twenty girls 
for one year, but the shoe bill wa. overa 
hundred; think of that lirst item young wo- 
men of tlie fashionable world! How far 
does §l.‘i go for one girl for one month, in 
the happy, prosperous home to whicn you 
are born i’ 

Mrs. Simpson told of the good work of 
the Newton Ladies llome ’> ircle, w hose 
work is for the sick and disabled, without 
distinction as to creed or color. These 
ladies meet in the Unitarian church parlors 
at West New ton and make their plan for 
work. With membership limited to lifty 
and composed now of twenty members, by 
systematic arrangement of the work these 
earnest women accomplish much. For 
each ward of Newton there is a relief com- 
mittee of two provided, who seek out and 
take delicacies to the sick and lend their 
sympathy and patient intere.-t. 

For immediate aid sometimes needed, 
they have an emergency committee, which 
they call upon. They furnish and care for 
a room in that noble institution, tin 1 
Soldiers Home on the Heights in Chelsea, 
one in tin* Newton Hospital, a bed at the 
Home of the Little Wanderers, and also 
helped furnish a sitting room at the Union 
Rescue Mission in Hoston, and are ready 
w ith heart and hand to aid in any case of 
genuine distress. 

Fifteen years ago a little ladv, southern 
born, with a heart full of sympathy, though 
caring for an invalid sister and with very, 
very slender means, took six little children 
under her charge. “The Lord w ill pro- 
vide,” must have been her watchword. 
This temporary home was at Riverside 
later in Auburndale and now under happier 
and more prosperous conditions, for the 
seed became a plant of power at West 
Newton, on Elliot avenue, the Williston 
Home for orphans is established, in some 
cases seventy-live cents per week is naid 
by friends toward the expense, the highest 
price received is § 2.00 and for many noth- 
ing is given. 

This home was one which big-hearted 
Hishon Hrooks, that lover of children, 
warmly commended, and noted tho linan- 
cial ability that could keep well and happy, 
eighteen children on an uncertain income 
and yet never bo in debt. $18.22 w as the 
lirst money it received, the sweet offering 
of more fortunate little ones, made by 
gathering und selling wild (lowers; but 
now more widely known, not alone from 
Newton, the Garden City, nut from Hoston 
and many another Massachusetts city und 
town, and even from New York uity come 
kind thoughts and more substantiated aid. 
For years Dr. Hollows gave his medical ser- 
vices until he moved to Hoston; since then 
Dr, George Talbot, who does so much in 
his quiet, kindly way, continues tho gener- 
ous work begun by Dr. Hollows. “Auntie” 
Williston in tlie pleasantly furnished, 
artistic home, simply but healthfully fitted, 
is full of courage and enthusiasm. §.t r >(Mi 
was paid on tin* house and a mortgage of 
$. r >000 taken, but tlie late Mrs. Eldrcdgc, al- 
ways ready to do good, paid $1000 on the 
niortguge, reducing It to $4<mio. 

If that could lie raised so that Hie Home 
might be free from debt ! 

In a bright, happy way Miss Packard 
gave an account of tlie work of the “Needle 
Work Guild” whose brunches like strong 
lilacs, reach from tho central bureau in 
1’hiludulphiu to Hoston und many a Massa- 
chusetts low 11 on the east, to Now Orleans 
on the south and to Minneapolis und tSt. 


Paul, Minnesota, and Oakland, California, 
on the west. 

In Newton, Mrs. Lorlng, Mrs. Hatch and 
Mrs. Ashenden are leaders in this branch 
in Newton. What do they do, these direc- 
tors and members? 

Every single member makes two new 
plain suitable garments to meet the great 
need of hospital, home or other charity. 
Any member obtaining from ten or more 
persons, twenty-two garments, becomes a 
director ; not less is required of each offi- 
cer. Mrs. Levi P. Morton, Washington, 
I). 0., is the honorary president of this 
Needlowork Guild of America and the gen- 
eral president, secretary and treasurer are 
Mrs. .1. W. Stuart. Glen Ridge, N. ,1. ; Miss 
S. H. Hodge of Walnut street, and Mrs. 
John Drexel, Spruce street. Philadelphia. 
This Guild was organized in the latter city, 
April, 188 . 1 , modelled after a society in Eng- 
land founded by Lady Wolverton. 

Mrs. Mary R. Martin told of the work of 
tho Associated Charities of which she is 
the earnest, efficient secretary. The four 
cardinal principles of this society are in- 
vestigation, registration, friendly visiting, 
co-operation. The investigation consists 
ingoing to see the family, finding out the 
true condition of things, who the relatives 
and if any can bo of service in the case, if 
the husband is a Mason or belongs to any 
relief organization; get work for him if 
possible. 2d, register these facta gained in 
concise terms and in such form as to make 
them available to turn to at once for in- 
formation and wish to aid, but not from 
idle curiosity Although 177 families in 
Newton are classified it is not possible to 
keep fully informed on all points. 

An employment bureau is a small adjunct 
but is not claimed as a feature of this 
work. Tho second hand clothing depart- 
ment is a strong one, however, and M rs. 
Martin, with her liberal thought, smiled at 
tlie rememberance of being criticised for 
allowing criticism of too poor garments by 
those accepting cast off' clothing. She said 
“Many things given are so useless or un- 
suitable, but only a tramp will take a coat 
•with skirts, a Prince Albert coat. Work- 
ing men want tho kind they themselves 
buy when able to do so, and we have no 
use for silk lined lace basques with waist 
measure 22 inches. < >ur women cannot 
wear that kind, and after keeping things a 
year or so we have sent some unavailable 
articles to the mountain whites of North 
Carolina where life is on a diff erent basis, 
and they could be of service. We have no 
store room, and so, when, quite naturally, 
winter apparel is sent in spring, and sum- 
mer garments in the fall, we hardly know 
how to manage. January and February, 
the usually dull times of business, and July 
and August, when so many are at the 
mountains or seashore it is hard to find 
work for our people. 

The Penny Savings Department is a 
great factor for good, and the children es- 
pecially are delighted with the stamp sys- 
tem, which chronicles their tiny bank ac- 
count, and encourages bright aspirations 
and careful ways, and little self-denials in 
their young lives, not too gay with pros- 
perity. Mrs. Martin also told of the work 
of the Young Ladies Catholic Association. 

The Newton branch has about forty 
members, Miss Josephine E. Stuart is the 
president and Misses ('ashman and Levi 
corresponding and recording secretaries, 
beside a vice president in each ward of 
Newton, financial secretary, investigator 
and custodian. Meetings are held thethird 
Tuesday of each month. Ten families 
have had assistance. About S300 have 
been spent for coal, fuel and provisions. 
Each member collects ten cents a month 
from ten friends, each solicitor being re- 
sponsible for §12 per year. 

The branch is allowed half of this sum 
raised if needed, for district expenses, the 
rest goes to Boston, toward the support of 
the home there.

The Late Edward A. Adams. 

The final interment of the late Edward 
A. Adams took place last Monday, the 11th, 
when ho was removed from the receiving 
tomb to a lot in the Newton Cemetery, 
Rev. Mr. Hornbrooke giving the committal 
prayer which was beautifully appropriate. 

This “In Momerinm,” taken from the 
Springfield Republican, was written as a 
loving tribute by an old time friend of his 
father’s family: 

“The death of Edward A. Adams at his 
home in West Newton, March Iff, removed 
not only one of Boston’s most successful 
business men, but a man greatly valued 
and honored in friendly and social reliir- 
tions. Mr. Adams was the youngest and 
last surviving son of the late Sylvanus 
Adams, who was long tho agent 
of the Dwight mills at Chicopee, be- 
ing, on his father's side of tlie same ances- 
try as the Presidents Adams and on his 
mother’s, descended from the Wesson 
family of Worcester county. He was just 
too young to graduate as did other members 
of the family at tho Chicopee High school 
when it was under the principalship of ex- 
Gov. George D. Robinson, who was an in- 
timate friend of his father’s family. 

Mr. Adams’s lirst business engagement 
was as office boy in the counting-room of 
C. L. Bartlett, corner of State and Broad 
streets. Boston, with which house he re- 
mained connected until his death. In 1874 
In* entered into partnership with Mr. Hart- 
let I, in the business which the latter had 
established, as ship brokers and commis- 
sion merchants, and at the retirement of 
Mr. Bartlett in 1880 lie became tho head of 
tlie house and so remained. Few men at 
so early an age have worked themselves by 
personal merit and success to the command 
of so important and manifold a business. 
Besides the long-time operations of tlie 
concern, including tho agency of tlie White 
Star, tlie Rod Star, the Pacific Mail and 
other lines of steamships, and tho owner- 
ship of shipping, Mr. Adams engaged large- 
ly ami profitably duriug recent years in tlie 
woolen trade. 

Mr. Adams was the center of u large cir- 
cle of friends, and did li is full part in pre- 
venting business cares and money-muking 
from destroying the sentiment and buoy- 
ancy of life. Not more successful was ho 
in his commercial ventures than in keeping 
and increasing tlie esteem of many hearts, 
by a genuine frankness and faithfulness, 
and by fulfilling generously tho relutions or 
comrade, citizen and neighbor. A widow 
and two children and four sisters survive 
him. At the hour of his funeral the wool 
exchange closed its doors, while over his 
casket Rev. Mr. .Jaynes read a poem com- 
posed by Rev. Minot .1. Savage of Boston, 
in which occurred tlie.se lines, than which 
nothing could better have told his place in 
tlie estimation of those who knew' him 
well :— 

A true and sincere man ! with open mind 
And heart all cnMall-ilcar, he faced (lie light, 
Willi foot that fullered not, though hard the 
putli. 

Stern mu* he in the hat tic of the right; 

Vet gentle wiu he as a Utile ehihl, 

And In his lender, s.vni|>athetie heart 
Weakness and sorrow lound a hiding jduee, 

No i-ang of others hnt lie fell the sunn 1 .

AN INTERESTING CASE 


TO TEST PARENTS’ CONTROL OVK.lt PC . 1.8 
IN PRIVATE 8011001,8. 


Before Judge Blodgett, in the sup lor 
court at East Cambridge, Tuesday, was 
heard the case of Elizabeth A. Curry vs. 
tlie Lasell Seminary Company, which 
raises the question as to how far parents 
who place their children in private schools 
and academies part with their parental 
control and authority. 

This action was brought to recover dam- 
ages for alleged breach of a contract made 
betw een the plaintiff and tlie defendant by 
the latter refusing to allow tho plaintiff’s 
daughter to complete her studies at tho 
seminary at Auburndale for the full con- 
tract period. 

It appeared from the evidence that plain- 
tiff signed an application for her daughter’s 
admission to the seminary, which applica- 
tion recited that she had read the catalogue, 
and considered herself bound by its condi- 
tions. One of tlie conditions was as fol 
lows: “To parents: Frequent going home 
is not compatible with good scholarship. 
You arc, therefore, expected not to allow' 
your daughters to be absent from school 
except at the regular recesses. 

Miss Curry had been at the school some 
weeks, \\ lien her mother requested that 
she be allowed to come home to spend a 
Sunday. The request was refused. Then 
plaintiff insisted upon her daughter doing 
so. and she did. The pupil returned to 
school the next day, but was not permitted 
to resume her studies. The principal also 
refused to return to plaintiff the balance 
of the money which was paid toward the 
expenses for tlie school year. 

Judge Blodgett ordered a verdict for the 
defendant, and the case will be reported to 
tlie supreme court to finally decide tlie all- 
important law question which is raised by 
the facts.

The ceremony of laying the corner stone 
of the new Methodist church on Thursday, 
had as one of its features addresses by the 
ministers of other religious bodies. Such 
an exhibition of sympathy and interest 
would hardly have been possible a few 
years ago, anti would have led some of the 
participants into rather serious trouble 
with the sticklers for denominational 
rfloofness. The times have changed, but 
in few places has there been such a genuine 
approach toward unity as here. While re- 
taining loyalty to their own organizations, 
there lias been the growth of Christian 
charity, and the disposition to find points 
of agreement rather than points of differ- 
ence. This is surely far better than to 
hear of contentions and rivalries as if the 
prosperity of one set of Christians was 
ever well secured or was in any sense com- 
mendable if won at the expense of others. 
We are learning here in Newton the great 
lesson of tolerance, and are seeitig that the 
prosperity of one portion involves the 
prosperity of other portions of the com- 
munity, from whatever standpoint we re- 
gard it. 

In the hot debate on Tuesday, in the 
house, over the Butler Statue. Representa- 
tive Harwood of Newton said “that so far 
as the matter in a question of patriotism 
everyone in accord and there is no desire 
to belittle the act of any nmn who fought 
for the nation. The fame of General 
Butler and the record lie has made does 
not depend upon the action of the legisla- 
ture. But General Butler is not today far 
enough removed from the scenes of iris 
activity to warrant the legislature in erect- 
ing a statue in his memory.” Messrs. Har- 
wood and Hollis both voted against the re- 
solve.' 

The case of Caroline L. Hayes against 
the city was decided in the Middlesex Su- 
perior Court, yesterday, the jury returning 
a verdict for This case arose out 

of the taking of land for the boulevard at 
Auburndule, and the plaintiff asked nearly 
$20,000, while the city offered $7.vx», so that 
the result is a victory for the city. The 
Sheehan case lias been settled out of 
court. 

In regard to the widening of Boylston 
street it is interesting to recull the report of 
the commission which originally laid out 
the old turnpike as far as Newton Upper 
Fall. It is said that in its opinion that was 
as far as civilization would ever penetrate, 
and it did not see why any one should ever 
want to live beyond the Charles river. 
This was in the 17th century, but greater 
1 Boston lias grown a good deal since then. 

A ki’kctal committee of the city council 
is consulting with the Brookline selectmen 
about the widening of Boylston street, but 
the geuerul opinion is that we should finish 
some of tiie expensive undertakings now 
ou hand, before getting involved in any 
more.

The blessings of God 
upon those who give but a cup of cold 
water for their relief. An Armenian 
priest, among other expressions of gratitude 
says, "1 am compelled in the name of 
thousands of my unhappy countrymen, 
with my weak pen to declare my amniru- 
tion and gratitude to you, who have with- 
out complaint, and uiiweuringly, continued 
to wipe away the tears of multitudes of 
people."

Newton’s Next Great Want. 

To tlio Editor of tho Ghaimiio:— 

This is a large number of small play- 
grounds, not fancy parks at all, but simple 
play grounds, the wilder the better, and 
fur girls as well as boys. 

The land in Newton is so rapidly filling 
up that lots are steadily becoming smaller 
and smaller. To gratify the taste of the 
people, these small lots must be kept “neut 
us u pin," uml so the boys huve no play 
left nor chance for any, except cycling 
on the streets. No bull, no cross-tag, uo 
hide and seek, no “hokky" no “how many 
miles to Barbary,” no “old man’s cattle,” 
building dams or any of the many free go- 
ing sports that harmlessly aud healthfully 
delighted the boys when 1 was one of 
them. 

Especially is this true of boys from live 
to iifteen, or seven to fourteen. Those 
younger thun the lower limit muy be satis- 
lied with toy wagons, etc. Those older 
thun the higher limit go further, uml, if so 
minded, cun make some department of 
nuturul history or mechanical recreation ut 
a work bench, their delight. But the 
little fellows who want just play, pure and 
simple, aud nuur home, buuly need these 
pluy grounds. 

Ideal play grounds should contain some 
nut trees, and u brook. Even an old burn 
full of hen’s nests to hunt for uml some- 
body to feed the hens, would not be too 
visionary. 

Sueh a perennial swift ilowiug brook 
as tliut not far from Eliot monument, 
would be priceless within the limits uf such 
a play ground of two or (liree acres; for its 
rapid descent would permit the building of 
a (lam by tho boys every twenty or thirty 
feet, uml these might form bush-sheltered 
huthiug ponds. Thu dams could l>e 
knocked down every uutumn to prepare 
for next spring’s fun in rebuilding. 

All that is necessary to provide these 
most life-giviug, life-saving, llfe-buuuiittiug 
little playgroumls, is, that people should 
rutionully uml sympathetically 1< 
children bettor than to muf 
dollar possible out of the sale of luud, uml, 
withul bring leaven of soul iuto the com- 
mon life of the community. 

Nor need these many small play grounds 
be bare uml barren, Hal, hot uml unsightly 
gruvel yards. They should be too nuiuer- 


our and well flhuped and located for that. 
There Hhould he one on tin* west end of the 
marsh east of Newton station, including a 
section of the beautifully wild and shaded 
former railroad location ; another some- 
where on Tremunt street, another on Mt. I 
Ida, two in the Morse’s Held region, and i 
one or more in the Eliot Monument region, 
all well provided with native trees, shrubs, 
and vines; but with these so disposed as to 
leave sufficient open area for out door 
games. 

Then, how many parents who could not 
so well go to a vast and distant general city 
park, might learn the blessing of living out 
of doors in summer, ami take hook, knit- | 
ting or lunch with them, finding vine-clad 
barrels for the refuse— and sit and chat and 
see their children. 

Is It all too good to come to pass and he 
real? I don’t see why it should he. Let 
us all and especially our city and village 
improvement clubs, first think it all over, 
through, and out, carefully, and then go 
and do It. S. E. W.

MEETING OF BOTH BRANCHES — §0M K 
L1VKI.Y DISCCSSIONS— SEVERAL IMPOR- 
TANT ORDERS PASSED AND A FEW 
MINOR HEARINGS. 


Monday evening a regular meeting of the 
board was hold with Mayor Cobh in the 
chair and all members present. Quite a 
number of Interested spectators were seat- 
ed in the chamber and remained until the 
executive session. For the first time since 
January 1st, the records of the last meet- 
ing were read and consumed fifteen 
minutes of apparently valuable time. 

Hearings were opened and closed tor the 
laying out and grading of a portion of 
Austin street, and the taking of laud for n 
main drain and common sewer on the Free- 
man street extension. 

At the hearing of the Gas Company for 
erecting four poles with wires on Crescent 
avenue, and allowing the telephone com- 
pany to attach its wires thereon, Mr. Arm- 
strong, a resident of Crescent avenue, ap- 
peared and stated when he purchased the 
house he lives in at present, he haul it wired 
for electric lights and expected that the 
company would have the lights placed in 
whenever he wanted it. He could see no 
objection for the placing of poles on the 
street, and desired that the petition should 
be granted. 

Alderman Degen reaid a letter from Col. 
E. II. Haskell in which he somewhat ob- 
jected to the granting of the company’s 
petition. Hearing closed. 

A hearing on the petition of the Gas 
Company for erecting poles and wires on 
Fern street from Hancock to Central 
street. 

Mr. Herrick appeared and said while he 
wasn’t ready to have electric lighting 
placed in his home at present, he desired 
if poles were needed on the street that they 
be placed on the outside of the sidewalk, 
and none in front of his house. Hearing 
closed. 

Hearings opened and closed on petition 
of the gas company to attach wires to 
. poles of the Telephone Company on Cen- 
tral street and of the Telephone Company 
to place five poles on Woodward and Chest- 
nut street. 

A hearing on petition of the Telephone 
Company for the placing of poles on Pem- 
broke street, between Nonantum and 
Durant streets. A communication was re- 
ceived from Mrs. Maria Gay, by K. W. 
Gay, who objected to the poles. She had 
recently purchased a new house, and was 
afraid the location of poles on the street 
might discourage prospective buyers. 

Mr. Allen said tne poles would be few in 
number and placed on the other side of the 
street. It was to be done, he said, in order 
to reach Mr. Farquhar, whose house was 
already connected with telephone, but who 
wished his line changed from a ground to 
a metalic circuit. The hearing was closed. 

At this point the time from tUo to 8.:to 
o’clock was consumed in reading the 
records of the last meeting. 

An order giving all property owners on 
Washington street, standing in the wav of 
the improvement, seven davs to remove all 
trees, fences, etc. Passed. An order 
granting a hearing on the petition for grad- 
ing of Cabot street for June 1. Passed. 
An order providing for a reserve police 
force. Passed. An order for the laying 
out, grading, accepting and widening of 
several parts of W ard street from Centre 
street to Commonwealth avenue. Passed. 
An order providing for the laying out of a 
portion of Austin street. Passed. 

A petition was then read by Alderman 
Greene, which had been received from a 
number of leading citizens, asking that the 
city charter be revised for the improve- 
ment of city affairs and that a joint 
committee of citizens, aldermen and mem- 
bers of the city council lie appointed. It 
was signed by John T. Langford and others. 

Alderman Greene introduced an order 
providing for the formulating of this com- 
mittee to consider a dratt to revise the city 
charter, and to report by Oct. 1st. Also an 
order creating this committee which would 
consist of lifteen citizens, the signers of the 
petition, two aldermen and three members 
of the common council. 

Alderman Greene favored the plan and 
said the petitioners included a number of 
ex-mayors and ex-membersof the city coun- 
cil. He thought it an excellent opportunity 
for the members to get the joint nenelit of 
ideas and something very good might be the 
res It. 

Alderman Degen asked if this order was 
passed what became of the* present com- 
mittee that had been appointed, whether 
it was to be ignored or not? 

Alderman Downs said he hud conversed 
with Mr. Langford previous to the meet- 
ing and thought his impression was that 
this new committee would include the pres- 
ent one. 

An order was then introduced providing 
for the use of the council chambers to hold 
the meetings of the new committee and ! 
authorizing the city solicitor and clerk to ; 
lend it all available assistance. 

Alderman Degen said that the committee 
had been appointed last year to carry on 
this work, and not having tinished at the 
first of the year was re-appointed to con- 
tinue this year. It had completed its 
work, the report had been received and 
tabled by the common council awaiting its 
action and he thought the introduction of • 
this petition, “a little bit previous.” He 
would he glad to be relieved from any more 
duties of that kind, if the report was taken 
from the common council and the commit- 
tee discharged. He didn t wish to be mis- ' 
understood on the question and rather 
favored the citizens in the matter but was 
not willing to see the present committee 
wholly ignored. 

Alderman Tolmar wanted tin* petition 
laid on the table, as he thought so few 
members of the city council would be lost 
in such a large committee. 

Alderman Green thought it should be 
settled at that meeting. 

Alderman Noves favored the petition 
and believed in the consultation of the city 
council with the citizens. 

He was called to order by the chair, who 
informed him that tin* question for the 
disposition of tin* orders was to be voted 
upon. It was laid upon the table. 

The following petitions were received i 
and acted upon as follows: \V. U. Illake- | 
more for an auctioneer’s license, granted ; ! 
Geo. 11. Loomis for an auctioneer’s license, | 
granted: for sidewalks on Pelham street, , 
referred to the highway committee; for 1 
sidewalks on Crescent avenue, referred to | 
the highway committee; for tin* laying of 
a main drain ami common sew er ou Maple 
terrace, referred to the sewer committee ; j 
for the laying of a main drain and common ' 
sewer on Howen street, referred to the : 
sewer committee ; for the laying out of 
Lincoln court, referred to the highway 
committee. 

Orders granting the telephone company l 
hearings for the location of poles and wires j 
on Washington, Park and Tremonts streets j 
for June 1st : for location of four poles on 
Woodbine street, for June first; for loca- 
tion of polos ou V union street and Wuver- 
ley avenue for Juno 1st ; to attach wires to 
gus company’s poles on Woodbine street 
and to the gus company to uttuch wires to 
the telephone company’s poles for the 
same date were passed. 

On recommendation of the report of the 
highway committee Herbert I. Ordwuy 
and other petitioners who asked for the 
laying out of a portion of Commonwealth 
avenue, were grunted leave to withdraw. 

Reports of the highway committee re- 
garding tlie laying of concrete sidewalks in 
different parts of Newton was accepted ; 
favoring the laving out of Gay street ou 
petition of Charles E. Puisifer was accept- 
ed ; orders providing for the laying of 


concrete sidewalks on Henshaw, Belle- 
vue, Austin, Centre and Walnut streets, 
for crossings on River and Central streets, 
and gutters on other streets, passed. An 
order appropriating $8000 for miscellaneous 
expenses for the year, passed : authorizing 
the water hoard to expend $5120 in the 
laying of pipes, passed. 

On recommendation of the report of the 
finance committee the school board was 
granted leave to withdraw its petition ask- 
ing for an extra appropriation of $3000 for 
current expenses. 

Alderman Degen. representing the llnance 
committee, said that this was an item 
that had been cut out, after due considera- 
tion by the committee, in making up the 
budget of appropriations for 1 h*h>. He said 
that the school hoard was aware of this 
and was simply asking that the sum be re- 
stored. 

A number of con-current papers were re- 
ceived from the common council and 
placed on the table. 

The following petitions were received 
and acted upon as follows; Petition of 
Edward Bailey for two express licenses, 
referred to the license committee; petition 
for two street lights on Kliot street, re- 
ferred to the street light committee ; Inn- 
holders license for T. C. Sullivan, referred 
t<» the license committee; petition of Aus- 
tin Peckman to place a merry go-round on 
a lot at Upper Falls, referred to the license 
committee; John J. Doyle for one express 
wagon, referred to the license committee; 
petition of Edward A. Jones to move a 
building from Washington to Adams street, 
referred to the license committee. 

An order appropriating $4<><) to cover 
Memorial Day expenses, passed; an order 
granting the West End Street Railway 
Company a hearing June 1st on their peti- 
tion for the laying of a double track on 
Centre street, from Nonantum square to 
the Watertown line; an order granting the 
Commonwealth Av nue Street Railway a 
hearing June 1st, on th-ir petition for an 
extension of their tracks on Grant avenue, 
Ward street and Waverley avenue were 
passed. 

Petitions for grading of sidewalks on 
Berkeley street, referred to the highway 
committee; a petition from about thirty 
clergymen of Newton asking that a police 
matron be appointed to serve at headquar- 
ters and urging that a number of much 
needed improvements be made at the West 
Newton police station. 

An order appropriating .$4100 for the im- 
provement of the different parks occasioned 
a br ief discussion and was finally settled by 
motion of Alderman Noyes, who thought 
it should be passed after cutting out all 
items under $200. After this was done the 
order was passed. 

The petition of Michael Inigess to move 
a building from Washington to Fayette 
street was referred to the license commit- 
tee. 

A petition from the school board for an 
appropriation for furnishing the new 
Chitlin school was referred to the public 
property committee. 

An order for an increase of $1500 on the 
city solicitor’s salary was adopted. 

At this point the hoard went into execu- 
tive session and adjourned at a late hour.

The connection by rail of Newton to the 
Brighton district is at last assured and 
preparatory steps have k been taken by the 
West End Street Railway Co. tliut are 
very enoouraging. From Oak Square 
along Treiuout steeet and into Newton 
many track sleepers have been piled up. 
The ground on the Boston side has not 
been broken, but will be in a very short 
time. Many of the older residents of the 
ward cun recall the time when the horse 
railway connected Brighton centre with 
Newton corner. • It never was a paying 
section and was abandoned. At present in 
the new car house at Oak Square there are 
new cars puinted and ready to run out at 
any time to Newton and Boston, and Cam- 
bridge via Western avenue.

STREET IMPROVEMENT. 

WHAT is BEING DONE FOR THE FALSE OF 
GOOD ROADS. 


As far as the majority of citizens are con- 
cerned, the highway department is the 
most important one in the city, especially 
since every one has taken to bicycling, and 
become a critic of the good roads move- 
ment. 

The streets of Newton have always been 
noted for their tine condition, but it costs a 
good deal of labor and money, but no one 
grudges this expense. Supt. Ross has now 
about three hundred men employed, in dif- 
ferent parts of the city, and he can be seen 
early and late driving about the city, and 
always appearing when least expected. 
His care and watchfulness increase the 
efficiency of the men, and also makes every 
dollar expended go as far as possible. He 
is such an authority on road building and 
their care that he has frequent visits from 
men in other towns, who are desirous of 
emulating Newton, and who desire his ad- 
vice. 

The repairing and cleaning of the streets 
he regards as of prime importance, and a 
speeial force of men is kept at work, 
scraping up the loose and worn out materi- 
al and the street refuse, and carting it 
away. This is one reason why Newton’s 
streets are in such a contrast to those of 
Malden, for instance, where the streets are 
never swept and the watering carts turn 
them inti an abomination. 

Tills week, a force of .’to men and teams 
began constructing a driveway from Boyd 
to i’earl street, along the westerly side of 
what was once Boyd’s pond. A fine road- 
way will he made, and within a short time 
it will probably be extended from Pearl 
to Washington street, through the Potter 
land, and also from Boyd to Galen street, 
skirting the easterly side of Cook’s 
pond, which has been lowered, to give 
better drainage for the Boyd’s pond dis- 
trict. The lied of the stream is to be 
lowered and stoned lip. and the land on the 
easterly side, owned by the city, is to be 
ploughed up and seeded down, and is to be 
given over to the boys for a playground. 
This is one of the most important improve- 
ments undertaken by the city this year. 

A large force of men are at work on 
Tremont street, and a steam roller was put 
on Wednesday. It is expected to have the 
widening of this street finished up within 
a very short time. The contractor, it is 
said, is obliged to have the rails all laid for 
the West End cars, by the first of June. 

Bellevue street extension is rapidly tak- 
ing shape, the sewer has been laid, and gas 
and water pipes are to be put in at once. 
The street is dug out as far as the B. & A. 
freight tracks, the sidewalks are graded, 
and the making of the road bed will begin 
as soon as the pipes are in. On Church 
street, a large force is employed laying a 
drain to take care of the water from Bell> 
vue street and the northerly slope of Mt. 
Ida, so that it will not run down onto the 
railroad tracks. 

On Adams street, the sewer is being 
lowered, to admit of the main sewer under 
the railroad being lowered below the new 
grade of the railroad. The new bridge op- 
posite Adams street will connect the park- 
way from Boyd’s pond with the Cabot park- 
way and those driving to the South slue can 
thus avoid the steep grade of Centre street 
and Waverley avenue. The woods on the 
Cabot parkway have been cleared of 
brush, stumps dug up, and it is now mude 
a very attractive region. 

The city men have just finished putting 
Woodland Road, Hancock and Central 
streets into prime condition, and about the 
only street on that side of the track that 
needs attention is Auburn street, which is 
better than last year, however, hut needs a 
complete rebuilding, but the street depart- 
ment could not secure the money for it this 
year. 

The sth section of the boulevard has been 
freed from loam, and the railroad lias the 
abutments for the new bridge nearly com- 
pleted. As soon as this is done, the filling 
in on either side will begin, and this sec- 
tion will probably l>e tinished early in the 
fall. The ffth section, from Lexington 
street to the river, is fast approaching com- 
pletion, and one roadway is nearly finished. 
A large force of men, three of the steam 
rollers and a stone crusher are all at work 
there, and order is being created out of the 
general upheaval of things of a few weeks 
ago. 

The Park along the river, below the 
boulevard, is receiving attention, and is be- 
ing cleaned from brush and put into order 
for summer visitors. Tt is a beautiful spot, 
with line old trees, and will be a popular 
resort on warm days. A roadway will he 
put in this summer, and the thirty acres of 
the park will accommodate a good many 
people, when the street railway is ex- 
tended to it. 

The past few days a gang of men have 
been cleaning up the Cheesecake brook 
boulevard, cutting the grass out of the 
stream, trimming up the hanks, and mak- 
ing it attractive. The wisdom of laying 
out this boulevard is shown by tin* fact 
that seven new houses are to be built on 
the easterly side, near Watertown street, 
and two fine ones have been already built 
on the western side, while a $7000 one is 
planned for the corner lot, und more 
houses are contemplated. 

Several gangs of men are still at work on 
Washington street, another is at work ex- 
tending Austin street to Felton, near 
Greenwood avenue crossing, und the work 
on Lemon brook still goes on. 

The supervision and planning for all 
these improvements keeps Supt. Ross very 
busy, and he tires out two horses every 
day, driving from one center of work to 
another. The streets are generally much 
improved over last year, when the digging 
of sewers had left them in bad condition. 
If we could be sure of having such men as 
Mr. Ross on that much talked of Board of 
Public Works, every one would be in favor 
of it.

The Needham Street Railway. 

Needham citizens are inquiring if they are 
to have an electric railroad this summer. 
Lust January franchises were granted hy 
the Newton uldermun and the Needham 
selectmen to the Needham A Newton 
Street Railway Company for a line from 
Needham to Newton Centre, and a smoo 
United States bond deposited with the 
Needham selectmen, to be forfeited in case 
the road was not completed and curs mu- 
ping ou schedule time by June I. lsiHl. 
The death, some weeks ago, of A. <’. Pond 
of Newton, one of the chief movers in the 
project and its financial backer, seems to 
nave upset ull calculations. In addition to 
the monetary forfeit the Needham fran- 
chise becomes void, unless the road is com- 
pleted hy July l. The uncertainty about 
tin* building of the rood retards tin* real 
estate boom which would undoubtedly set 
in if there was a certainty of early opera- 
tion.

The street railway committee of the olty 
council which comprises Aldermen Degen, 
Green and Downs, listened to the opinions 
of the residents of Newton Centre In re- 
gard to the petition of the Commonwealth 
street railway, In Associates hall, Tuesday 
evening. 

The petition asks that the location of a 
trick bo granted on Centre street from 
Homer street to Commonwealth avenue. 
This would make a direct route from New- 
ton Centre to Boston. 

Associates hall was filled by over .'MM) 
representative citizens of Ward Six, and a 
f 3 w residents from other parts of the city. 

A large map was placed in the centre of 
the hall for the use of the speakers and was 
consulted by nearly everyone who spoke. 

When the vote was taken on the motion 
of ex- Alderman UofTe at the close of the 
meeting it was found that 110 of those 
present were in favor of granting the rail- 
way's petition while 20 were opposed to it. 

Chairman Degen called the meeting to 
order shortly after eight o’clock and said 
the hearing was called to settle the ques- 
tion of granting a franchise to the Com- 
momvealtli Avenue Street Railway for 
location of a track on Centre street from 
Ilomer to Commonwealth avenue. If it 
was not the sense of the citizens he was 
ready to hear suggestions or plans for 
another route. lie cuutioned them that 
the hearing was before the street railway 
and not the highway committee and wished 
the speakers to avoid talking about widen- 
ing Centre street. 

Mr. Avery L. Hand was the first speaker 
and entered an earnest protest and sug- 
gested the plan of running the cars from 
Commonwealth avenue through Grafton 
street to Homer and thence on the Newton 
A Boston's tracks to the square. He 
thought this latter plan was much the bet- 
ter as it would not be such an injury to the 
city. It was just as practical and would 
take but little longer in reaching Boston. 
The residents on that part of Centre street 
on whioh it was proposed to run the cars 
were greatly opposed for several reasons. 
If the curve was said to be too sharp at the 
corner of Commonwealth avenue and Graf- 
ton street he stood ready to deed a portion 
of liis land to remedy this. In his opinion 
Centre street should be widened, but the 
laying of tracks would be a great injury. 
In concluding he asked President Clallln of 
the street railway the following question: 
“Have you made the statement that if the 
locution was not granted on Centre street 
the tracks would not run on Grafton street 
and if the people did not take it on Centre 
street they would not get it all?” 

Mr. Chitlin answered “I never said it and 
it is not the opinion of myself or associ- 
ates. ’ 

Prof. English did not favor the plan of 
the petitioners not because he lmd any per- 
sonal interest, but the interest of the city 
at heart. Centre street was the most 
beautiful street in this or any section and 
it would be a great calamity to mar it by 
putting the tracks there. The main point 
is to keep street railways off the principal 
streets when other streets can be used as 
well. He favored the proposed plan of 
Mr. Rand and thought it was the marked 
sentiment of the meeting not to have the 
curs run on Centre street. 

Mr. Andrews thought the whole thing 
should be considered as the best method of 
transportation and the most direct route 
the one to be chosen. This was the one 
proposed by the street railway and he was 
willing to leave it to the decision of an ex- 
pert. As a member of the First Congrega- 
tional church he protested against the run- 
ning of any more cars on Homer street. If 
the Grafton street plan was adopted the 
running of cars on Ilomer street would lie 
doubled, and as the noise was almost un- 
endurable the church members would cer- 
tainly protest against it. If the location 
was granted the residents of Centre street 
would certainly be well paid and the plan 
was the best to be obtained in every way, 
and especially for direct transportation. 

Mr. Gilbert, as a resident of Centre 
st'.eet, protested, his reasons being about 
the same as the former protestants. lie 
agreed with Prof. English ami hoped that 
if tlie tracks must be laid they would be 
put in the center and not on the side of the 
street. 

Mr. Walworth said he had no personal 
interest in real estate or street railway 
shares, but spoke as one with the interests of 
the city at heart. He thought the railways, 
though not consolidated, were on pretty 
good terms, and refrained from consolida- 
tion for their own benefit. He was in 
sympathy with the petition of the church 
and rather favored the Centre street loca- 
tion. 

The chairman than rea l letters he had re- 
ceived from Messrs. Charles Ireland and 
E. H. Haskell, both in favor of the street 
railway’s proposed plan. 

Mr. Ward read a letter from a client who 
had purchased land on Grafton street and 
protested very much against the running 
of cars. Mr. ivanl himself did not approve 
of this latter plan and thought a local im 
on Centre street more desirable. 

A general discussion followed, in which 
opinion was pretty evenly divided, dud. a* 
Bishop, Mr. Davis, Mr. Spear, ex-Alder- 
man ltoffe and others participated. ^

Dangers ot McKlnlcylsm. 

[Boston Cor. Springfield Republican.] 

The inauguration of McKinley carries 
dangers, however, whioh are already paus- 
ing uneasiness among thinking Republi- 
cans. How he will face a depleted gold 
reserve, how a tariff can lie framed which 
is prohibitory and still affords adequate 
revenue, how foreign capital can bo brought 
back and public credit restored by u presi- 
dent who declines to utter one definite 
word regarding his attitude toward tiie 
gold standard, are questions which are al- 
ready presenting themselves to the few 
and are likely within a year to be pressing 
upon the attention of the many. That 
McKinley will stand upon a platform de- 
claring for the gold standard, if such a 
platform is adopted, nobody doubts. There 
is some doubt whether such a platform 
will be adopted in a committee consistlllj 
of one from each state, where the disposi 
tion always is to make concessions, in 
onler to secure harmony. The great 
majority of the Republican convention is 
likely to lie upon the right side, but they 
may be betruved by their committee on 
resolutions. The prospect is much bright- 
er than a few mouths ago for the right sort 
of a platform, but it is by no means conclu- 
sive. 


A convivial party from Boston disturbed 
the Sabbath quiet of Newton, in the small 
hours, and gave the police of three divisions 
a lively chase beforo their fun ended at 
police headquarters. 

The party was first heard of at Newton 
Centre, shortly before midnight. It was 
divided up between two handsome carri- 
ages, with two spirited pairs.

Mitchell tele- 
phoned to station 1, and six patrolmen 
were in waiting when the two carriages 
arried at Newton. To prevent their turn- 
ing back, the patrol wagon followed them 
down Washington street. The entire 

party, consisting of three men and three . 

women, were arrested on the charge of i Burgess. rf. 
disturbance of the peace. 

At headquarters they were booked as 
follows: Dr. John B. French, Aubrey 
Litchfield, a liquor dealer; Katherine 
Everett, an actress; Mrs. John French, 

Mrs. Aubrey Litchfield and Dr. Isaac 
Russell, all of Boston. None of these 
names is in the Boston directory. 

From the carriages the police confis- 
cated a Newton highway department 
lantern, a bag, a package of peanuts, a 
quart bottle half full of whisky, and

The Rage for Wheeling. 

Nothing 1ms ever lmd such a boom as the 
trade in bicycles this spring. Tlie demand 
for them is so great tlmt some makers can 
hardly supply orders. Second hand 
machines are snapped up quickly. Repair 
shops and agencies are multiplying. Even 
the instalment system 1ms been introduced 
to facilitate tlie sale of wheels. People 
who cannot pay cash down can be accom- 
modated for almost any length of time, 
paying in small sums each week or month 
as per agreement. On pleasant evenings 
every fair road for miles in all directions 
swarm with the riders. In fact tlie wheel 
folk are getting to be so numerous tlmt the 
unwary pedestrian may easily be brought 
to grief. 

The great number of riders and the still 
growing popularity of tlie wheel make it 
iroper to suggest a few cautions. OiuTis 
lint excess is possible in bicycling as in 
other things. Too much of it is harmful. 
A delightful source of recreation thus be- 
comes an injury to health. 

Another caution relutes to the cramped 
position assumed by those who imitate “tlie 
scorcher.” Some people can become 
racers and win prizes, but not many, and it 
is absurd for tlie great majority to lose tlie 
benefit of the exercise for a little increase 
of speed. 

Still further the multiplying of riders 
means an increase of danger to them and 
other people. The more riders tlie greater 
care ami tlie less speed. 

The time will come when every com- 
munity will check the mad speed at which 
wheelmen now spin through tin* streets of 
built up sections. The danger of being run 
over is very great, and tlie danger of injury 
1;o tlie riders by collision is equally great. 
For tlie safety of all parties the rule must 
lie to go slowly where the streets are much 
used.

CHARTER REVISION. 


The action of the board of aldermen on 
the petition to have a commission appointed 
to revise the city charter was rather surpris- 
ing, to say the least. It was proposed to 
appoint a commission of 15 former ex- 
mayors and former aldermen, with five 
from the city council, to take charge of the 
work, and the revision is certainly urgently 
needed. 

One alderman objected because it over- 
looked the committee of which he was 
chairman, although his committee drew up 
the plan presented last year, which was so 
found so full of faults that it had to he 
abandoned. One such a failure, one would 
think, would satisfy the ambitions of the 
chairman of any committee. 

Another alderman had a still more 
curious objection, as he protested because 
the members from the city council would 
be lost in such a large committee. Why 
this should be an objection it is difficult to 
see, or why the members of the city council 
has any more interest in the matter than 
any other public-spirited citizens. The 
objections rested on such very slight 
foundation, that when the members have 
had time to think the matter over, they 
will probably withdraw them. 

The case of Malden might be cited, as 
that city has just prepared a revised charter 
which is conceded to be a model one. A 
commission of twenty-one citizens, not one 
of whom was a member of the city council, 
was appointed to prepare it, and several 
mass meetings were held, at which there 
was the fullest discussion, the result of 
which was the presentation of a charter 
that is said to be a model in every way. 

Why should not Newton adopt the same 
plan. The members of the city council are 
out of place on such a commission, as they 
are naturally handicapped by their posi- 
tions, as was abundantly shown here in 
Newton last year. They have ambitions 
for the mayoralty, or for another term, and 
so are very timid about recommending 
changes, and they are such a hard-worked 
body of men that they have not the time to 
give to the consideration of such a very im- 
portant matter. Men who are not in office 
are more independent, and if they are men 
of experience they are able to take a larger 
view of the question that come up, than 
present members could be expected to do. 

We have already had several attempts at 
revising the charter, none of which were 
satisfactory, and it is high time that some- 
thing was done, as the interests of the city 
are suffering under the present condition 
of things. A large committee is better 
than a small one, and if such a committee 
was appointed at once, they could report 
before the very end of the year, so that 
there would be time for the city council to 
consider the matter, and get the revision 
into shape for presentation to the legisla- 
ture next year. It is to be hoped that the 
aldermen will take a large view of the 
matter and see that the proper order is 
passed. 

Two railroad hearings are advertised for 
June 1st, before the City Council. The 
West End wants a double track on Centre 
street from Xonuntum square to the Water- 
town line, to which there will probably be 
no objection. The second hearing will, 
however, arouse great interest, as the 
Commonwealth Avenue Street Railway 
Company wants to lay tracks from Tremont 
street to Commonwealth avenue, by way of 
Waverley avenue and Grant street. There 
have been many attempts to secure a rail- 
way on this route, and ut one time over no 
per cent, of the property owners signed a 
petition to have a road there. One of the 
most ardent advocates for the road, who 
lived on Skinner Hill, was so discouraged 
by the failure, thut he closed his house and 
moved to Wellesley. It is certainly the 
most feasible route to connect Nuwton 
w ith Newton < ' mitre, ami a railway is 
needed to develop the great amount of un- 
occupied land along Waverley avenue, 
which is now so far from the railway us to 
prevent its sale. Whether there will he 
any strong opposition to this petition is 
not known, but it is believed thut most or 
the property owners will welcome the pro- 
posed road.

Where They Have Nothing- to Read. 

The supply of reading matter in such a 
place as Newton is very abundant. Sub- 
scriptions to papers and magazines, access 
to libraries, and other plans, secure far 
most of us as much as we can possibly 
read. There are however neighborhoods 
where there are no libraries, and where 
money is too scarce to permit subscribing 
for periodicals or the formation of reading 
clubs.

There is no trouble now in knowing 
what to do with magazines, illustrated 
papers, etc., for tho representatives of 
these societies stand ready to send through 
the mails, anything tiiat may be put into 
their bunds.

AI SK OREAT EXCITEMENT XX NEWTOX- 
VII.I.K— SHERIFFS, POLICEMEN*, AND 
HIGHWAYMEN TAKE A HAND. 


The attempt to move the old Claffin 
buildings to the Central avenue lot, yester- 
day, cause*! great excitement at Xewton- 
ville, and that lively village was in its 
element, in watching the contest between 
Deputy Sheriff Tucker and the building 
movers on the one hand, the policemen, 
mayor and city authorities on the other, 
but tlie city came out ahead.

They 
passed into the hands of Edward G.Clongh, 
and yesterday morning Sheriff Tucker ap- 
peared with a writ of replevin issued to 
William Claffin, and a large force of men 
begun to move them to Central avenue 
The police were notified and the fan b^&n. 
Sergt. •Clay forbade the buildings to he 
moved through < entral avenue, as the per- 
mit was for Washington and Courts streets. 
The sheriff threatened to arrest him. Sergt 
Hnestia arrived with a squad to arrest the 
building movers for violating city ordi- 
nances. 

This brought about a truce until counsel 
could be summoned, and a great crowd col- 
lected to see the fun. Thirtv patrolmen 
were grouped about the building, the 
hurry-up wagon was on hand, Mavor Cobb 
and Alderman Green arrived, *Supt. of 
Streets Ross planted a tree right in the 
path of the building towards Central 
avenue, and there is a heavy penult v for 
moving a tree without a permit. Lastly, 
the heaviest road roller came up and went 
to sleep on the Central avenue side of the 
building. 

Then the mayor and the highway com- 
mittee had a conference with Mr. (Tallin's 
counsel, Messrs. Munroe and Mason, and 
they finally decided to give up the light, 
and to move the buildings down t«» the rear 
of Court street, w here they will remain till 
a satisfactory location is discovered.

the Ash street Williams school he $12 a 
month, passed : an order that a sum of 
money not exceeding $100 be 'appropriated 
to meet the expenses of the June military 
drill at the High school, passed : an /order 
that the present term of the school at the 
High school close June 23, and the primary 
and grammar. June 20. passed. 

A member from Auburndale introduced 
an order asking the city council to com- 
plete the upper rooms at the Williams 
school, |with proper means of ingress and 
egress, that they may be used as recitation 
rooms.

BRAVE LASELL GIRLS. 


The annual meeting of the Federation of 
Newton Woman’s Clubs was held in the 
Unitarian church parlors, Newton, last 
Friday. Miss Lucia T. Amos made re- 
marks upon “City Improvements," and 
prefaced them by saying that the New- 
tonites were fortunate in having a city that 
could hardly he improved upon. Why 
have we so much ugliness in modern olty 
life? she queried. In ancient times the 
world used to regard beauty, but today our 
spirit of Puritanism, which eschews cere- 
mony In churches and advocates plain 
walls ami simplicity itself, must be held 
accountable for the ugliness we have in our 
cities. The white city of Chicago showed 
what could be done by a people untram- 
melled by jobbery and politics. Again, 
the spirit of commercialism must bear part 
of the blame for our inartistic cities. 
Space, air and light added to foresight in 
our building laws and a study of harmony, 
as well as the putting of beauty where it is 
appreciated, can alone offset the terrible 
ugliness that we see in cities and sub- 
urbs. 

Miss Ames deplored women sitting down 
to play whist in the mornings when they 
could do so much toward improving our 
cities by creating public sentiment. 

Mayor Cobb of Newton in his remarks 
said it took a great deal of money to go 
from a rural district to a city equipped 
with all the art and beauty of cities that 
boast of centuries of cultivation, and tax- 
payers were apt to let you know that. too. 
He believed in harmony, and would like to 
see a few ordinances made for the ladies, 
notably in the matter of wearing high hats 
to the theatre, so as to block out the view 
of those who sat behind, and again for 
their w earing the brightest of colors in 
combination without regard trt the least 
harmony. So, while the ladies 'could do a 
great deal toward benefittlng the cities, he 
thought reform in the lines lie suggested 
excellent as starting points, and conducive 
of greater harmony than even beautiful 
boulevards and higher taxation. 

Mr. Edward Hardy of the Auburndale 
Improvement Society advocated planting 
trees on the new boulevard. Several 1 idies 
and gentlemen discussed the subject in 
detail. 


Intemperance as a cause of Hard Times.

It means a river of beer 
and spirits 228 miles long, 200 feet wide and 
to feet deep consumed annually by our 
people. 17 gallons to every man, woman* 
and child. It means $48,000,000 wnsted 
every Saturday night. No wonder that 
Gladstone said that “intoxicating liquors 
destroys more people than w ar, pestilence 
ami famine combined,” that Ynn MoRke 
Germany’s great general, should proclaim 
that “beer was a greater enemy to Germany 
than all the armies of France."

The Newton & Boston Division Line. 

The perambulating committees of Bos- 
ton and Newton had a scorching time last 
Friday hunting up tlie stone bounds of 
their respective cities. Boston was repre- 
sented by Aldermen Lee, Barry and 
Bryant, City Clerk Galvan and Chief Sur- 
veyor Morrison, while Newton had Alder- 
nun L. E. G. Green and Thomas White, 
City Clerk I. F. Kingsbury and City Engi- 
neer II. D. Woods looking after her inter- 
ests. There were 28 stone monuments of 
statutory dimensions along tlie boundary 
line. 

The work began at Faneuil, on the Bos- 
ton «& Albany railroad, where, down in the 
marsh on the south bank of Charles river 
and opposite the United States arsenal, was 
located tlie first monument, No. is, stand- 
ing erect like a sentinel. The thread of 
the river is tlie boundary line, but the 
stone was placed on the bank so as to be 
on tlmt line which from it run in a south- 
erly direction over the railroad, up a hill, 
to monument No. li». This was found at 
the fartiier side of a big field belonging to 
Andrew N. Burton. No. 20 was on Wash- 
ington street, about 1700 feet west of Oak 
square, Brighton. At this point the lines 
make an angle and goes straight through 
No. 21 monument, near 143 Tremont street, 
to No. 22, on Nonantum street, at tlie di- 
viding point, 151 Brighton and 5 New ton. 

On Tremont street tlie West End people 
were putting in double tracks from tlie 
Newton boundary to which that street in 
Newton lias been widened to so feet. The 
boundary from No. 22 goes over Nonantum 
Hill, ana through the Strong estate to No. 
23, on Kenrick street, about loo feet west 
of tlie nursery entrance. Strong’s pond 
contains tlie boundary line from No. 23, 
but the Boston aldermen, not having rub- 
ber boots, refused to perambulate it. 
Through the territory near the Undine and 
the Home for Sheltering Animals, tlie 
boundary line continued to No. 21, in the 
middle of old South street, now' Common- 
wealth avenue extension. About loo feet 
west of this is No. 25. These are at the 
junction of Newton’s new boulevard and 
Boston’s Commonwealth avenue. As they 
now form u dangerous obstruction to 
travel, they will be cut down Hush with tlie 
roadway. 

Around tlie curve of the avenue, in tlie 
midst of trees and about 20u feet distant 
from No. 25, at tlie junction of these thor- 
oughfares, No. 28 monument was found in- 
tact. Up to No. 35, inclusive, the monu- 
ments are located among tlie trees and 
bushes on the bunk of the southwest drive- 
way, around the Chestnut II ill reservoir. 
These to bounds are handsome granite 
monuments, each a foot square. 

No. 38, on tlie southerly side of Beacon 
street, about toon feet east of Hammond 
street, and at the corner of a private way, 
was reached after a delightful drive. Tlnm 
tlie boundary follows, practically, the 
southerly side of Beacon street around tlie 
reservoir, until a tangent point is reached, 
about soo feot w est of the Newton circuit 
of the Boston A: Albany railroad, to No. 
37, which stands almost opposite the sum- 
mer residence of Mr. it. II. white ; thence, 
in a straight line to No. 3S, oil the easter- 
ly hank of the railroad, a short distance 
south of Reservoir lane. This stone was 
the junction point of Boston, Newton and 
Brookline, and here that section of the 
Newton and Boston dividing line ended. 

Tlie boutidury monuments from this one 
up to and including No. f(!i are on tlie di- 
viding line between Brookline and Boston, 
and tlie next Newton ami Boston monu- 
ment is No. loo, about midway on the 
Brookline southerly line, adjoining New- 
ton. 

A lunch wus provided at the Chestnut 
Hill reservoir. 

i To get to No. loo, a cut across Brookline, 

I by carriage, was made, and it was found 
down in tlie woods, alter a long tramp 
through a hen and pig firm. This stone 
also had served the triple purpose of mak- 
ing the junction of Boston. Newton and 
Brookline in that section. T lie rest of tlie 
Newton boundary then runs along West 
Roxbury, southwesterly to No. |u| on 
Arnold street, near La Grunge, thence to 
No. l»»2 on La Grange, near Arnold. It 
was a long ride through l.u Grange and 
Weld streets to No. 103, on Dedham street, 
Newton, and Baker street, Boston. 

No. KM, on tlie bank of the Charles river, 
near and west of Cow pasture, completed 
i the perambulation of the Newton line.

EXECUTIVE SESSIONS. 

The board of aldermen have been getting 
more and more in the habit of late years 
of dropping Into executive sessions on any 
pretext, without regard to the fact that by 
so doing they are acting in violation of law. 
The charter expressly provides that all 
sessions of the city council shall be public, 
“except when action is taken upon ap- 
pointments or removals." It was not in. 
tended that there should be any star 
chamber proceedings or anything done for 
which the members could not be held re- 
sponsible, and in fact this provision is in 
every city charter. Tire reason is obvious, 
as in the government of a city all citizens 
are directly interested and they have a 
right to know what is being said and (lone 
by their representatives. 

In the case In question on Monday night, 
it was clearly proper for the applicant for 
a license to be present at a hearing on the 
question of granting it, at a regular meet- 
ing of the board, and citizens had a right 
to attend, as well as the newspaper report- 
ers. Witnesses on both sides were present 
and the applicant for a license had every 
right to hear what objections might be 
made against him. 

It is said that the action of the board was 
due to the fact that the objectors did not 
wish their names made public nor their 
testimony. If they had good grounds for 
their objections they should have the 
courage to state them openly, as the public 
have a direct interest in the matter, and if 
the applicant is an unfit man to receive a 
license, the public ought to know it and 
the reasons therefor. The applicant was 
backed by men of the highest standing in 
Lower Falls, men who are usually well 
posted on atTairs in that village, and these 
men were also entitled to know what was 
to be said against the applicant, or whether 
there was any ground for the objections 
other than the desire to have total prohibi- 
tion prevail in that village, no matter 
whether spirits were for actual medicine 
or not. 

Secret charges against an applicant are 
not usually worth much consideration, and 
objectors ought to have the courage of their 
convictions. It is always very difficult to 
secure reliable testimony in such cases, as 
so much of what one hears is simple gos- 
sip that it has to be sifted carefully, and 
many a witness would unfortunately make 
assertions in a secret session that he would 
not make in open meeting. 

As for the secret session business, the 
general impression is that it has gone far 
enough in Newton and that the aldermen 
should hereafter pay more attention to the 
regulations laid down in the charter, 
especially when they are as specific as they 
are in this case. They should be more 
ready to take the people into their confi- 
dence, as the people of Newton are most 
of them of average intelligence and quite 
as able to form an unbiassed opinion on 
questions affecting the city as the members 
of the city council. Deciding matters in 
secret session has sometimes becu disas- 
trous to the political fortunes of those en- 
gaged in such business. The charter ex- 
pressly gives the people the right to be i 
present at any meeting of the city council, 
ur less appointments are being considered.

Somk of the residents of the lower part 
of Waverley avenue take exceptions to the 
comments In last week’s Git a phic on the 
application of the Commonwealth Avenue 
Street Hallway Co. for a location on that 
thoroughfare. They claim that from Sar- 
gent to Tremont street the property own- 
ers are opposed to a street railway, and 
say that they will make a very strong fight 
against it. There is no question that a 
street railway is always a nuisance in a 
narrow street, and every one will sympa- 
thize with the residents on the lower end 
of the avenue in their efforts to prevent 
such a nuisance in front of their ^houses. 
A communication in another column calls 
attention to the necessity of widening the 
street if a location is granted there, as the 
street is now very narrow, and on account 
of its winding about, the tracks would be 
especially dangerous. Evidently the hear- 
ing to be held next Monday will be even 
more exciting than we predicted. 


The gerrymandering of the Sena- 
torial districts is troubling the Wal- 
tham Free Press. Waltham is put in a 
narrow district some 40 miles long and a 
few wide, including Medford, Winchester, 
Lexington, Lincoln, Wayland, Sudbury 
and Marlboro. The Free Press says “this 
condition of things is brought about, not 
in the interest of the voters, and in accord- 
ance with the spirit of the constitution of 
the State, but to accommodate the ambi- 
tions of would-be office holders. We hope 
the people will make note of every man 
who votes for such a scheme and see that 
he stays at home in the future.” Newton 
has about as much ground for complaint, 
as it is put with Watertown, Weston, 
Natick, Sherborn, Framingham, Ashland, 
Holliston and Hopkinton, the ends of the 
district having nothing in common, but 
the manipulators evidently paid no atten- 
tion to that. 


The annual meeting of the Newton 
Cemetery Corporation was changed from 
December to June, to allow of the stock- 
holders being present, and the Trustees 
hope that a large number will attend this 
year. It is appointed for June 10th, in the 
cemetery chapel. 


Medford has just completed a new High 
school building, costing only $170,000, and 
yet it is a very large and handsome struc- 
ture. Our public property committee, who 
are talking of $ 250 , non for an addition to 
our High school, ought to visit Medford. 

Evidently “the sun do move,” as at 
the school board meeting, Wednesday, a 
resolution was passed to have the finance 
committee consider methods of retrench- 
ment. Even this is encouraging. 


Property Owners Object to Railway on 
Waverley Avenue. 

To the Editor of the Graphic : 

1 notice in your paper of the the 22nd 
inst, your comments upon the two railroad 
hearings, to be held at the City Ilall, 
June 1st. 

I am surprised that you think that the 
proposal to put electric cars on Grant and 
Waverley avenues will be welcomed by the 
property ow ners on said streets. The fact 
is, that more than 70 per cent, of the resi. 
dents or property owners on Waverley 
aveuue seriously object to the scheme. 

In the first place, Waverley aveuue is so 
narrow, that electrics could not be run up- 
on it, without widening the street ; in many 
places it is scarcely 20 feet wide from 
gutter to gutter, and to widen it, means an 
immense cost to the tax payers of Newton 
for land damages, etc., and many places 
would be utterly ruined. 

People came here from Boston and built

BUILDING IN NEWTON. 


A surprisingly large amount of new 
buildings have been put up in Newton the 
past year, which will mean an addition to 
the city’s valuation of nearly three quarters 
of a million,' according to the figures on 
the books of the inspector of buildings. 

•Since the first of Juuuury, lsiift, permits 
for 13K new houses have been taken out, 
ranging in value from $ 2 , 1 x 10 to $6,ooo ; six 
permits for business blocks, the highest 
cost of which is set at $2o,ooo: and 20 
permits for new stables, to say nothing of 
the additions to present buildings. 

Oil the book the estimates for these 
figure up a total of $4H5,445, but these esti- 
mates are very conservative, us in many 
cases they will not represent half the cost. 
It would be a fair estimate to say that the 
city’s increase in valuation from new 
buildings ulouc, will be over a million 
dollars. 

With the great amount of laud in all 
parts of the city that is being developed, it 
is predicted that this same increase can be 
looked for every year for many years to 
come, which ought to have some influence 
in keeping the rate down.

JOHN C. CIIAFFIN RETIRES AFTER SIXTY 
YEARN OF ACTIVITY. 

Mr. John C. ChafTln on Monday retired 
from active business, as a member of the 
llrm of John C. ChafTln A Co., whose men’s 
furnishing goods store has been for so 
many years at the corner of Franklin A 
Washington streets, Boston. 'Phis closes 
an active business career of nearly sixty 
years. 

In 1837 he entered the employ of his 
brother, Darwin Challln, who was the pio- 
neer in this line of business, and the first 
man in Boston to open a shop exclusively 
for gentlemen’s furnishings. Darwin Chaf- 
lln’s place was opened in 1835 at No. 80 
Washington street, a point which today is 
opposite the Ungers building. At that 
time the famous old landmark, Joy’s 
building, occupied this site. Mr. Chaffin 
died in 1844, and his business was closed up 
after his death. John C. Challln started in 
business for himself in 1846, in a small 
brick building one and a half stories high, 
at the northeast corner of State and Wash- 
ington streets. This place possibly may 
be remembered as having been occupied 
previously by John Bigelow & Son. Mr. 
Chaffin remained there for about three 
years, and at this time the “Pagoda build- 
ing” was erected. This was famous in 
those days as the highest building on 
Washington street, if not in the whole city. 
This is the building now standing on that 
corner, and Mr. Chaffin’s store was the 
first lloor, where the hanking house of F. 
II. Prince & Co. was for many years the 
occupant. Throughout the war Mr. Clmf- 
lin was found at this place, and afterwurd 
he leased the building at the corner of 
Washington and Franklin streets, which 
he later purchased. 

At the time of the great fire his building 
was one of the fateu ones iu the district, 
and was destroyed, with the entire stock 
of goods. Although well insured, Mr. 
Chaffin suffered heavily, like others; hut 
he was undaunted, and immediately re- 
built on the same site, nis building was 
the lirst one to rise triumphant from the 
ashes of the burnt district, and was the 
lirst in which business was resumed after 
the lire. From then until the present day 
he has continued in a prosperous way. and 
has won the respect of the people or this 
city from his long and honorable business 
career. 

It will he interesting to learn that he has 
numbered among his best and regular 
patrons some of the most famous men of 
nis time, many of whom have long since 
died, while Mr. Chaffin himself seems fully 
able to take an active part in life for many 
years to come, should he care to do so. 
Among his customers have been the fol- 
lowing-named men: Daniel Webster, Ed- 
ward Everett, Charles Sumner, Harrison 
Gray Otis, Josiah Quincy, the grandfather 
of the present mayor of Boston, Oliver 
Wendell Holmes, James Russell Lowell, 
Henry W. Longfellow, Ralph Waldo Emer- 
son, Robert C. Wintnrop, Governor An- 
drew, Governor William Clullin, Governor 
George N. Briggs, General Butler, General 
Bunks, Joseph Jefferson, William Warren, 
Rufus Choate, Sidney Bartlett, ex-Presi- 
dent Franklin Pierce, Nathaniel Thayer, 
Leverett Saltonstall, Secretary Richard 
Olney, Secretary C. S. Hamlin, Peter (’. 
Brooks, Patrick Grant, Hollis II. Ilunne- 
well, R. G. Shaw, Charles Sprague, Chas. 
Levi Woodbury, and many other equally 
famous names. Besides all these, Mr. 
Chaffin hus had for patrons nearly all the 
mayors of Boston, who have been in office 
in his day. Mr. Chaffin’s junior partner, 
George Saw in, will remain at the old store 
and continue with F. W. B. SellorsA Co.
